Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  1959  Annual  Town 
Meeting  the  Selectmen  carried  out  the  following: 

Article  9:  Police  cruiser  purchased  from  Granite  Chev¬ 
rolet  Co.  Inc.,  Hyannis  on  their  low  bid  of  $1,519.02. 

Article  11:  Town  By-Laws  were  reprinted  in  their  cur¬ 
rent  form. 

Article  28:  Christmas  lights  were  installed  on  the  Main 
Streets  in  Harwich  Port  and  Harwich  Center. 

Article  31:  A  taking  was  made  at  Sand  Pond  according 
to  a  plan  approved  by  the  majority  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  32:  A  majority  of  the  owners  of  the  land  involved 
in  this  article  have  indicated  that  they  are  unwilling  to  sell 
to  the  town. 

Article  33:  A  taking  was  made  at  Skinequit  Pond  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  plan  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  34:  A  lease  was  drawn  with  Douglas  P.  Allison 
for  the  use  of  a  portion  of  his  beach  property  adjacent  to  the 
Bank  Street  Beach. 

Article  35:  Improvements  in  the  form  of  additional  groin 
construction  and  sand  fill  now  being  carried  on  at  Red  River 
Beach  under  Article  40  of  1958.  The  money  appropriated  in 
1959  will  be  held  for  future  work  in  conjunction  with  the 
Waterways  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Articles  37  &  38:  Contracts  were  awarded  on  the  basis  of 
bids  received  from  Frank  Joy  of  Orleans  and  concrete  ramps 
constructed  at  Allen  Harbor  and  Herring  River. 

Article  39:  A  new  concrete  retaining  wall  was  construc¬ 
ted  on  the  north  side  of  the  Town  Dock  at  Round  Cove  in 
East  Harwich. 

Article  43:  A  schedule  of  charges  was  instituted  for 
docking  at  the  Town  Landing  at  Wychmere  Harbor  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Harbor  Master. 
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Article  47:  Land  at  Allen  Harbor  was  conveyed  back  to 
the  original  owners  as  instructed  in  this  article. 

Article  71:  As  in  past  years  a  committee  was  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  to  observe  July  4. 

Article  73 :  Four  band  concerts  by  the  Orleans  Band  were 
held  at  Brooks  Park  during  July  and  August. 

Article  81:  Under  this  article  Bayport  Road  and  Ostable 
Road  were  accepted  and  recorded.  The  layouts  of  Orton  Road 
and  Brettwood  Road  in  South  Harwich  and  Grassy  Pond  Road 
in  Harwich  Port  could  not  be  accepted  because  of  late  filing. 
Additional  hearings  were  held  in  October  and  the  above  roads 
in  addition  to  Nevins  Lane  and  Arbutus  Avenue  in  West  Har¬ 
wich  are  being  brought  in  for  acceptance  at  the  next  Annual 
Town  Meeting.  A  special  Town  Meeting  called  for  this  purpose 
in  November  failed  because  a  quorum  was  lacking. 

Other  projects  in  the  Town  are  going  along  in  its  usual 
manner.  Detail  reports  of  various  Town  Departments  appear 
elsewhere  in  this  book.  We  wish  to  thank  all  Department 
heads  and  all  other  employees  for  their  cooperation  this  past 
year.

We  again  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Har¬ 
wich  taxpayers  the  importance  of  and  the  amount  of  work 
necessary  to  be  done  throughout  each  year  under  the  Board 
of  Assessors. 

A  substantial  start  was  made  in  1959  to  adjust  some  of 
the  discrepancies  in  the  valuations  of  real  etsate.  An  increase 
of  $665,130  in  assessed  valuation  was  shown  over  1958  in  both 
new  and  revalued  property.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs  to 
meet  in  the  High  School  Auditorium  in  said  Town  on  Monday, 
March  7,  1960  at  12  noon  then  and  there  to  act  on  Article  1 
and  afterwards  on  the  following  day,  Tuesday,  March  8,  1960 
at  7:30  P.M.  to  meet  in  Exchange  Hall  and  act  on  the  remain¬ 
ing  articles. 

Polls  will  be  open  at  12  noon  and  will  close  at  8:00  P.M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  on  one  ballot  the  following  Town 
Officers  and  Committees:  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  Select¬ 
man,  Overseer  of  Public  Welfare,  and  the  Board  of  Health  for 
three  years;  one  Assessor  for  three  years;  one  Recreation 
Commission  member  for  five  years;  three  Constables  for  one 
year;  one  Trustee  of  Brooks  Library  for  three  years;  one  Cem¬ 
etery  Commissioner  for  three  years;  two  School  Committee 
members  for  three  years;  one  Park  Commissioner  for  three 
years;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  three  years  and  one  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  member  for  five  years. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  and  Com¬ 
mittees. 
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Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor¬ 
row  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of' the  revenue 
of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1960  and  to  issue 
a  note  or  notes  therefore  payable  within  one  year  and  to 
renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less 
than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  all  Town  Officers  and 
Committees  for  the  year  of  1959. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  calendar  year  of  1960  and  to  act  fully 
thereon. 

GENERAL  GOVERNMENT 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  fol¬ 
lowing  By-Law: 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  SALARY  PLAN 

The  classification  of  positions,  pay  schedules  and  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  by-law  shall  be  known  as  the  Classification  and 
Salary  Plan  of  the  Town  of  Harwich — providing  for  a  scale 
of  wages  and  salaries  and  other  benefits  for  employees  of  the 
Town  (excepting  those  elected  or  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  School  Committee).  This  plan  shall  be  administered  by 
a  Personnel  Board. 

The  following  schedule  is  based  on  a  44  hour  week  for 
pipe  layers  and  laborers  of  the  Water  Department  and  40 
hours  a  week  for  all  highway  laborers. 

SICK  LEAVE:  1.  In  the  matter  of  Sick  Leave  regular 
full  time  employees  shall  be  entitled  to  fifteen  (15)  days  of 
sickness,  or  accident  leave,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  Holidays, 
without  loss  of  pay.  If  such  sick  leave  allowance  is  not  used 
in  any  particular  year  it  shall  accumulate  for  a  period  of  six 
(6)  years  up  to  a  maximum  of  ninety  (90)  days,  for  use  in 
any  subsequent  year.  The  date  from  which  accumulated  sick 
leave  shall  be  computed  for  all  present  full  time  employees, 
shall  be  the  starting  date  of  the  employees  current  period  of 
full  time  continuous  service  with  the  Town.  Sick  and  ac¬ 
cident  leave  shall  be  payable  in  cases  of  bona  fide  illness  or 
accident  not  covered  by  Workmen’s  Compensation. 

2.  Employees  who  are  absent  because  of  such  illness  or 
accident  for  a  period  of  more  than  two  (2)  days  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  to  present  a  Doctor’s  certificate  to  their  Department 
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Head  stating  the  reason  and  the  period  of  time  the  employee 
will  be  absent  from  work. 

3.  This  section  is  not  to  be  construed  by  any  employee 
or  Department  Head  as  a  subterfuge  for  time  off,  nor  shall  it 
apply  in  the  case  of  any  sickness  or  accident  caused  by  over- 
indulgence  in  alcohol  or  narcotics,  or  by  employee’s  mis¬ 
conduct. 

4.  Department  Heads  shall  clearly  indicate  on  their  pay¬ 
rolls  all  payments  for  sick  leave. 

MILITARY  LEAVE:  Regular  Town  employees  shall  be 
granted  leave  of  absence,  without  pay,  for  duration  of  tour  of 
duty;  and  shall  also  be  entitled  to  the  vacation,  with  pay,  due 
them  under  the  vacation  provisions  of  this  plan. 

VACATION:  1.  Employees  shall  be  granted  one  (1) 
week’s  vacation  with  pay,  if  they  have  actually  worked  for 
the  Town  thirty  (30)  weeks  in  the  aggregate  during  the  twelve 
(12)  months  preceding  the  first  day  of  June  in  the  first  year 
of  employment  and  two  (2)  weeks  with  pay  the  following 
years. 

2.  Vacations  shall  be  granted  by  the  department  heads  at 
such  times  as,  in  their  opinion,  will  cause  the  least  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  performance  of  the  regular  work  of  the  de¬ 
partments.  Vacations  must  be  taken  in  the  year  in  which 
they  are  due,  and  shall  not  accumulate  from  year  to  year. 

3.  In  the  event  of  termination  of  employment  which  is 
caused  through  no  fault  of  the  employee,  provided  the  em¬ 
ployee  has  been  in  a  continuous  full  time  service  of  the  Town 
for  at  least  one  (1)  year;  or  by  reason  of  retirement;  the 
employee  shall  be  paid,  or  entitled  to  time  off  with  pay,  for 
any  accrued  vacation  for  one  (1)  day’s  regular  pay  for  each 
full  month  since  the  employees  preceding  vacation,  not  to 
exceed  two  (2)  weeks  pay.  In  the  event  of  death  of  an  em¬ 
ployee  any  such  accrued  vacation  pay  shall  be  paid  to  his 
estate. 

HOLIDAYS:  1.  All  regular  full  time  employees  shall  re¬ 
ceive  time  off  without  loss  of  pay  on  the  following  State  legal 
holidays  providing  they  fall  on,  or  are  observed,  on  a  regular 
scheduled  work  day:  New  Years  Day,  Washington’s  Birthday, 
Patriot’s  Day,  Memorial  Day,  Independence  Day,  Labor  Day, 
Columbus  Day,  Veterans  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day  and  Christ¬ 
mas. 

In  case  of  the  fire  and  police  departments,  or  other  de¬ 
partments  whose  personnel  is  subject  to  duty  seven  days  a 
week,  those  regular  employees  who  are  assigned  to  duty  on 
a  holiday  shall  receieve  a  compensatory  day  off. 
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JURY  DUTY:  If  an  employee  is  called  to  jury  duty  he 
shall  receive  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  his 
normal  compensation  and  the  amount  (excluding  any  travel 
allowance)  received  for  such  duty  upon  presentation  of 
evidence  of  the  amount  so  paid. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE:  Leave  of  absence  may  be  granted 
for  valid  reasons  by  a  department  head,  but  shall  be  with¬ 
out  compensation.  In  no  event  shall  leave  of  absence  be 
granted  for  the  purpose  of  seeking,  or  trying  out,  another  job. 

PERSONNEL  BOARD  :1.  There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Board 
appointed  to  administer  the  salary  administration  plan,  said 
Board  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  consisting 
of  three  (3)  voters,  other  than  employees  of  the  Town,  or 
those  serving  the  Town  regularly  in  any  elective  or  appointed 
capacity.  Each  appointee  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year. 
Members  of  the  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation  but 
said  Board  to  have  any  expense  account  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  annually. 

2.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  review 
the  work  of  all  positions  subject  to  this  salary  schedule.

Regulations  For  Water  Skiing,  Aquaplaning,  Surfboarding, 
Etc.  on  Waterways  Under  the  Jurisdiction 
of  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

A.  Tow  boat  shall  be  occupied  by  at  least  two  (2)  competent 
persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  twelve  years  of  age  or  older. 

B.  Prohibited  after  dark.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  this 
means  the  period  from  one  hour  after  sunset  to  one  hour 
before  sunrise. 

C.  (A)  and/or  (B)  do  not  apply  to  a  performer  or  perform¬ 
ers  engaged  in  a  professional  exhibition. 

D.  Tow  boat  shall  be  operated  in  a  careful  and  prudent  man¬ 
ner  at  a  distance  of  at  least  200  feet  from  shore,  and 
special  caution  is  to  be  exercised  on  leaving  or  returning 
to  the  authorized  landing  area. 

E.  No  person  shall  manipulate  any  vessel  or  tow  rope  by 
which  the  course  of  water  skis  or  water  skier  may  be  in¬ 
fluenced  in  such  a  way  as  to  cause  collision  or  accident. 

F.  (E)  does  not  apply  to  collision  with  ski  jumps,  buoys, 
and  like  objects  normally  used  in  competitive  or  exhi¬ 
bition  skiing. 

G.  Water  Skiing  in  a  reckless  or  negligent  manner  is  pro¬ 
hibited. 

H.  Water  skiing  while  intoxicated  or  under  the  influence  of 
drugs  is  prohibited. 

I.  Skiers  shall  be  required  to  wear  a  life  preserver  or  ski 
belt  while  underway. 
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Regulations  shall  be  posted  in  a  prominent  place  where 
the  sport  is  conducted. 

Enforcement:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  peace  officers  of  the 

Town  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  or  regu¬ 
lation. 

Penalties:  Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  by-law  or  regu¬ 
lation  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $25.00,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  more  than  10  days, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  within  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  court  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

A  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Water  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1959  is  given  herewith. 

A  minimized  water  main  construction  program  was  con¬ 
ducted  this  past  year  with  only  755  feet  of  large  diameter 
pipe  installed.  Although  142  water  services  were  added  to 
the  system,  bringing  the  total  connections  to  2,424,  two  thirds 
of  these  were  attributed  to  the  installation  of  2"  lines  where 
the  yield  was  at  least  6%  or  more.  Applications  from  residents 
on  Ocean  Avenue,  off  Uncle  Venies  Road  in  South  Harwich, 
were  received  early  in  the  year  with  the  stipulation  that  an 
agreement  would  be  signed  with  the  Water  Department  as¬ 
suring  a  6%  return  on  the  project.  The  Board  decided  favor¬ 
ably  and  544  feet  of  6"  pipe  was  laid  and  one  hydrant  in¬ 
stalled  with  funds  taken  from  the  Construction  Account. 

Also  this  year  saw  the  completion  of  water  main  install¬ 
ation  on  Sequattom  Road.  Water  for  domestic  consumption 
was  made  available  in  the  early  Spring  and  fire  hydrants 
were  put  into  service  affording  fire  protection  in  that  area. 

Due  to  the  relocation  and  resurfacing  of  Pleasant  Lake 
Avenue,  it  was  necessary  to  lower  an  existing  400  feet  of  10" 
pipe  at  two  points  along  this  route.  The  work  was  effected  by 
Fred  W.  Crowell  of  Harwich  Port  for  the  sum  of  $708.78. 

A  pressing  need  for  more  office  space  due  to  the  continu¬ 
ous  growth  of  this  department  was  brought  out  in  our  1958 
report.  Preliminary  estimates  had  indicated  that  to  enlarge 
the  present  building  would  be  a  costly  proposition,  conse¬ 
quently,  the  Commission,  after  careful  study,  felt  the  most 
economical  solution  to  the  problem  would  be  an  addition  to 
the  garage  making  room  for  meter  racks  and  other  equip¬ 
ment  presently  housed  in  the  Pumping  Station.  This  area 
in  turn  would  be  converted  into  an  office  for  the  Superin¬ 
tendent.  Under  Article  #95  in  the  1959  Warrant,  funds  were 
allocated  for  this  project  and  plans  were  designed  and  specifi¬ 
cations  drawn  up.  Several  bids  were  submitted  and  opened 
on  August  17  but  because  of  an  omission  in  the  specifications, 
all  bids  were  rejected.  A  second  bid  opening  was  scheduled 
for  September  28  and  the  following  tabulations  were  made:

The  contract  for  the  work  was  awarded  to  Edward  J.  Edmunds 
of  West  Harwich  and  at  this  writing  the  project  is  virtually 
completed. 

Also  on  this  date,  September  28,  separate  sealed  bids  for 
painting  and  cleaning  the  Elevated  Water  Tank  and  Stand¬ 
pipe  were  opened.  Bid  prices  for  the  Elevated  Water  Tank 
job  read  as  follows:

The  award  went  to  Mr.  Leonard,  the  low  bidder,  who,  also, 
submitted  a  low  bid  of  $1,290.00  for  work  on  the  Standpipe.

A  tree  planting  program  inaugurated  in  1958  was  carried 
out  again  this  year  and  the  transplanting  in  the  watershed 
area  of  1,500  Red  Pine  and  500  Norway  Spruce  seedlings  was 
accomplished  by  Water  Department  workmen.  We  feel  that 
this  program  merits  support  and  it  is  our  intent  to  include 
in  future  spring  schedules  the  planting  of  these  small  ever¬ 
green  trees,  which  are  purchased  from  the  State  Forest  Nurs¬ 
eries  and  are  grown  expressly  for  reforestation  purposes. 

Maintenance  work  of  a  routine  nature  was  performed 
during  the  year.  Although  no  major  repairs  were  necessary, 
work  under  this  heading  consisted  of  a  thorough  inspection 
of  hydrants  at  regular  intervals,  minor  repairs  to  gate  valves, 
raising  and  cleaning  valve  boxes  plus  the  periodic  operation 
of  our  standby  equipment.  It  was  not  necessary  to  utilize 
the  electric  pump  or  either  of  the  diesel  engines  in  the  main 
station  during  the  summer  months  as  the  electrical  equip¬ 
ment  in  our  three  sub-stations  handled  very  comfortably  the 
peak  demand. 

You  will  note  in  our  statistical  report  that  receipts  for 
the  year  totaling  $82,395.40  were  slightly  below  those  of  a  year 
ago.  The  factor  primarily  responsible  was  the  drop  in  revenue 
from  excess  water  charges,  however,  we  contemplated  this  as 
the  consequence  of  the  heavy  rainfall  experienced  during  1958. 
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At  this  year’s  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  were  authorized  by  the  Townspeople  to  ne¬ 
gotiate  with  officals  of  the  Town  of  Chatham  and  the 
Chatham  Water  Company  to  provide  water  service  to  Chatham 
residents  on  the  south  side  of  Main  Street  in  East  Harwich. 
After  several  sittings  for  the  purpose  of  contracting  with 
these  officials,  the  Commission  agreed  to  sell  water  at  the  flat 
rate  of  35c  per  1,000  gallons.  This  offer  was  rejected  and  a 
second  proposal,  whereby  each  account  would  be  charged 
$24.00  per  calendar  year  with  an  annual  allowance  of  50,000 
gallons  of  water,  also  met  with  unfavorable  reaction.  Ulti¬ 
mately,  a  representative  from  the  Chatham  Water  Company 
propositioned  with  the  Commission  and  agreed  to  purchase 
water  at  the  wholesale  rate  of  20c  per  1,000  gallons.  The 
Board  felt  the  Townspeople  should  decide  the  issue  and  an 
article  will  appear  in  the  Warrant  for  action  relative  to  the 
matter. 

The  customary  bidding  was  invited  early  in  the  year  for 
General  Water  Works  Materials  and  bids  were  called  on 
March  23.  Numerous  companies  responded  and  contracts 
were  awarded  the  following:

Funds  were  made  available  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
for  the  purchase  of  a  1  ton  Truck  for  the  Water  Department. 
Bids  were  opened  as  advertised  on  May  4  and  the  proposal  of 
Granite  Chevrolet  Company,  Inc.  for  furnishing  a  Chevrolet 
1  ton  Truck  for  the  price  of  $2,088.60  was  accepted.  Others 
represented  in  the  bidding  were:

At  its  March  9th  meeting  the  Commission  reorganized 
with  Francis  J.  Hibbert,  Chairman  and  Harold  A.  Thompson, 
Secretary.  Norman  O.  Nickerson  was  reelected  at  the  Annual 
Town  Election  for  a  three  year  term.  The  entire  department 
was  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Thompson  on 
December  8.  He  had  served  for  many  years  as  a  Water  Com¬ 
missioner  dating  back  to  February  1939  at  which  time  he  was 
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elected.  During  the  intervening  years,  he  was  privileged  to 
have  shared  in  a  part  of  the  extended  growth  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  In  fact,  the  Department  served  237  takers  in  1939  and, 
today,  is  serving  2,424  customers.  Many  changes  and  trends 
have  transpired  during  these  many  years  since  he  was  elected. 
The  continuous  advancement  of  the  Department  reflects  his 
judgment  and  wise  counsel  which  was  enjoyed  by  his  as¬ 
sociates.  His  knowledge  of  plumbing  and  ability  to  represent 
mutual  service  to  others  will  be  greatly  missed.

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Report  of  the  Veterans’  Agent 


To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  drastic  change  in  the  Federal  Veterans  Administation 
program  which  we  predicted  in  our  1957  report  is  now  close  at 
hand.  On  July  1,  1960  the  entire  pension  and  compensation 
system  has  been  approved  by  Congress  and  the  Act  signed  by 
President  Eisenhower,  while  he  was  in  Europe.  Unless  the 
law  is  changed  by  Congress  prior  to  next  July  thousands  of 
veterans  will  actually  be  pauperized.  The  effect  the  law  will 
have  on  local  Veterans  Departments  is  sure  to  be  felt,  as  many 
who  are  now  able  to  maintain  a  proper  American  standard  of 
living,  will  be  obliged  to  apply  for  additional  benefits  from 
the  local  agencies.  Thus  we  can  look  ahead,  and  must  be 
prepared  by  increased  budgets,  to  meet  the  anticipated  extra 
demands. 

Again  Harwich  is  faced  with  several  unfortunate  cases 
which  will  require  long  and  expensive  hospitalization.  Also 
we  must  realize  that  the  average  age  of  WW  I  veterans  is  now 
over  65  and  the  WW  II  and  Korean  vets  are  requiring  more 
and  more  medical  assistance.  Thus,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
us  to  face  the  potential  of  mounting  numbers  and  cost. 

Cape  Cod,  however,  is  among  the  most  fortunate  sections 
of  the  Commonwealth.  We  have  as  a  particular  friend,  the 
Commissioner  who  has  a  summer  home  in  West  Harwich.  In 
addition  to  Commissioner  Collatos  we  have  another  staunch 
friend  of  the  veteran  in  the  person  of  State  Investigator 
“Bud”  McManus  who  has  a  permanent  home  in  West  Dennis. 
These  men  dedicated  to  the  service  of  all  veterans  will  assure 
the  Cape  the  top  priority  in  every  possible  elegibility  and 
benefit,  and  prompt  attention. 

We  again  remind  the  public  of  the  provision  of  Chapter 
115  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts.  This  generous  and 
grateful  law  recognizes  the  sacrifices  made  by  our  service  men 
and  appreciates  the  fact  that  when  they  entered  the  services 
in  time  of  war,  they  lost  the  most  important  privilege  under 
the  Constitution,  their  right  to  FREEDOM  and  LIBERTY. 
Hence  the  Commonwealth  aids  the  veteran,  his  wife,  his  chil¬ 
dren  and  his  parents  when  NEED  exists.  This  provision  now 
contributes  much  to  the  cost  of  operating  a  Veterans  Services 
Department,  for  there  are  many  parents  who  are  entitled  to 
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assistance.  However,  the  recent  Lien  Law  protects  the  Town 
in  cases  where  the  children  are  unable  to  contribute  to  their 
parents,  and  when  they  become  estates,  the  Town  may  exer¬ 
cise  the  Real  Estate  Lien  and  recover  the  total  amount  of 
benefits  paid  out.  This  Law  does  not  effect  the  veterans  or  the 
recipient  but  it  does  give  the  taxpayers  some  protection,  and 
ALL  veterans  are  taxpayers. 

During  the  past  year  this  Department  alleviated  all  re¬ 
quests  for  assistance  and  over  100  separate  individuals  were 
given  temporary  aid.  We  salute  the  modest  claims  made 
against  the  Department  and  the  patriotic  cooperation  of  all 
unfortunate  veterans.  We  received  prompt  attention  always 
from  the  busy  doctors  and  in  several  cases  their  sympathetic 
interest  meant  the  saving  of  lives.  We  inherited  two  out  of 
Town  Nursing  Home  cases  and  two  local  cases  involved  un¬ 
usual  and  lengthy  hospitalization  .  .  .  one  an  unfortunate  3rd 
degree  burns  accident  and  another  a  sad  case  of  Lukemia. 

We  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  Town  Officials,  the 
Selectmen,  the  Highway  and  Park  Departments,  and  the  ex¬ 
cellent  spirit  of  cooperation  between  these  agencies  in  their 
efforts  to  provide  work  for  many  vets  rather  than  aid,  is 
hereby  acknowledged  and  appreciated. 

May  1960  bring  peace,  prosperity  and  happines  to  all.

Harwich  Planning  Board 
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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Conservation  Commission,  established  in  1957  under 
Chapter  223,  has  continued  to  function  during  the  past  year. 
It  has  met  seven  times,  once  with  Fire  Chief  Charles  A.  Hall 
and  once  with  Darrell  Shepard  of  the  U.  S.  Dept  of  Agricul¬ 
ture.  The  original  Wednesday  meetings  have  been  changed 
to  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  are  held  in  the  Town 
Office  Building  at  7:30  p.m.  and  are  open  to  the  public.  In  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  original  thinking  of  the  Commission  it 
has  been  concerned  with  two  basic  lines  of  action,  one  a  short 
range  plan  of  research,  coordination  and  recommendations. 
The  second,  a  long  range  plan  which  would  provide  for  pro¬ 
motion,  development  and  preservation  of  our  natural  re¬ 
sources. 

At  the  March  meeting,  Darrell  Shepard  of  the  Barnstable 
Soil  Conservation  District  and  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agriculture  out¬ 
lined  many  facets  of  Conservation  and  the  various  types  of 
service  he  is  prepared  to  offer.  Small  land-owners,  as  well  as 
those  with  extensive  acreage  may  profit  by  his  aid.  Soil  maps 
can  be  provided,  as  well  as  advice  on  building  ponds  and  park 
areas,  road  planting,  shore  erosion  and  many  others  too  num¬ 
erous  to  list  here.  When  requested,  Mr.  Shepard  offered  spe¬ 
cific  advice  on  maintenance  of  the  watershed  and  surveys  on 
the  Recreation  Area,  north  of  Brooks  Park,  as  well  as  the 
newly  developed  Sand  Pond  beach.  He  also  recommended  the 
purchase  of  Aerial  Maps  covering  the  entire  Town.  These 
maps  have  been  secured  and  will  prove  invaluable  when  plot¬ 
ting  open  areas,  marshes,  etc.  In  the  near  future,  it  is  hoped 
that  these  maps  will  be  suitably  mounted  for  display  and 
practical  use.  Excellent  films  and  literature  are  available  for 
use  in  the  schools  and  in  this  connection,  special  pamphlets 
have  already  been  distributed  in  the  Elementary  and  High 
Schools  by  Mrs.  Virginia  S.  Doane. 

In  the  late  Fall,  Mrs.  Carol  Baldwin  and  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Radway  met  with  the  Commission  and  offered  the  services  of 
the  Girl  Scout  troops.  They  enumerated  in  detail,  a  long  list 
of  many  ways  in  which  the  girls  may  be  helpful  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  and  preservation  of  the  natural  resources,  for  the 
community. 
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Due  to  pressure  of  other  duties,  Virginia  S.  Doane  re¬ 
signed  in  October.  Alice  Champion  Morris  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission  was  appointed  to  take  her  place 
and  serve  out  the  unexpired  term  as  Secretary. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Harwich  Conservation  Commission 
that  it  will  be  able  to  make  specific  recommendations  for  the 
coming  year.  Attention  is  called  to  the  Act  wherein  it  is 
provided  that  the  Commission  may  receive  gifts  of  funds, 
lands,  buildings  and  other  properties.  Also,  as  authorized  in 
Section  C,  “the  Commission  may  receive  a  sum,  not  exceeding 
in  any  one  year,  one-twentieth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  Town,  but  in  no  event  more  than  $15,000.00.” 

Therefore,  the  Commission  is  requesting  the  very  modest 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00)  for  operational 
expenses. 

About  the  time  this  report  goes  to  press,  the  tentative 
plans  for  a  Joint  Conservation  Meeting  in  Harwich,  will  have 
become  a  reality.  The  Cape  Cod  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Barn¬ 
stable,  Sandwich,  Eastham  and  Harwich  Commissions  are  all 
participating  in  the  program  planning  for  this  event.

Report  of  the  Playground 
Recreation  Commission 


Reviewing  our  tenth  year  in  operation,  we  find  that  13,507 
individuals  have  used  our  better  equipped  building.  Pro¬ 
viding  a  more  comfortable  and  healthful  atmosphere  for  all, 
the  new  heating  system  in  the  Recreation  Building  has  proved 
a  worthwhile  investment.  At  the  same  time,  the  removal  of 
the  ancient  coal-consuming  “black  monsters”  has  increased 
the  usable  floor  space.  A  safe,  fire-proof  stairway  leads  to 
the  sanitary  facilities  in  the  basement.  Installation  of  the 
forced  hot  water  system  has  freed  the  custodian  from  hours 
of  useless  back-breaking  labor  carrying  coal  and  ashes  thus 
permitting  him  to  spend  his  time  in  more  constructive  en¬ 
deavors. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Thomas  E.  Curran,  Jr.  the 
Sports  Program  has  expanded: — the  attendance  and  par¬ 
ticipation  in  all  classes  tripled  over  the  previous  summer.  Of 
particular  interest  was  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  Swim¬ 
ming  Classes.  Sand  Pond,  being  void  of  fog  and  undertow 
and  characterized  by  gently  sloping  bottom  contributed  in  a 
large  measure  to  the  success  of  the  program.  In  contrast  to 
last  year,  no  swimming  classes  were  cancelled  because  of  fog, 
nor  was  the  instruction  hindered  by  beach  crowds.  During 
the  summer  of  1959,  67  Beginners  received  Swimming  In¬ 
struction;  14  Intermediates  were  all  awarded  certificates;  and 
of  the  13  Junior  and  Senior  Life  Savers,  8  were  qualified.  Of 
primary  importance  is  the  compelling  needs  to  maintain  max¬ 
imum  safety,  and  due  to  the  increased  enrollment  and  ever 
growing  interest  in  the  Swimming  Program,  the  addition  of 
an  assistant-instructor  is  urgent,  and  cannot  be  over  em¬ 
phasized. 

Forty  boys  registered  for  Baseball  Lessons,  and  15  boys  and 
girls  for  Tennis  Instruction.  One  ‘highlight’  of  the  season 
was  Group  Activities  Day,  which  was  held  weekly.  The  young¬ 
sters  gathered  at  Brooks  Park  to  play  volley,  kick,  dodge  and 
softball,  and  to  take  part  in  Treasure  Hunts  and  hikes.  The 
second  annual  Field  Day,  once  again  topped  the  season,  and 
brought  the  program  to  a  close. 

The  Commission  worked  closely  with  both  Mr.  Shepherd 
of  the  Department  of  Soil  Conservation  and  a  representative 
of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources.  Mr.  Shepherd  made 
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recommendations  for  all  areas  under  the  care  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  and  Mr.  Hans,  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Re¬ 
sources,  made  a  reconnaisance  survey  and  drew  up  a  map 
showing  the  potential  development  of  the  Sand  Pond  Area. 

One  of  the  most  significant  accomplishments  this  year 
is  the  acquiring  and  development  of  the  Sand  Pond  Area.  The 
purchase  of  a  12  ft.  boat  has  helped  with  the  teaching  of  the 
Life  Saving  Classes,  and  of  course  is  a  necessity  in  case  of 
any  emergency  which  might  arise. 

A  new  dock  is  planned  for  next  summer,  constructed  of 
telephone  poles,  which  are  being  supplied  and  delivered  at 
the  Sand  Pond  Area  at  no  cost  to  the  Commission.  The  gen¬ 
erous  gift  of  a  sizeable  building,  which  has  been  transported 
to  the  area,  will  solve  the  problem  of  necessary  housing  for 
valuable  equipment.  However,  a  concrete  foundation  will 
need  to  be  constructed  and  an  overhead  door  installed  before 
it  can  be  used. 

The  Commission  has  continued  to  be  most  interested  in 
the  progress  of  the  Harwich  Junior  Theatre.  This  past  sea¬ 
son,  the  Commission  gave  no  financial  help  to  the  Workshop 
as  it  has  in  previous  years.  However,  the  Recreation  Com¬ 
mission  does  underwrite  the  Creative  Arts  classes  held  5 
mornings  a  week  for  4  weeks  in  mid-summer.  This,  too,  was 
a  most  successful  and  worthwhile  experience  for  the  90 
youngsters  who  attended  the  sessions.

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Report  of  the  Park  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year  1959,  the  Park  Department  Commis¬ 
sioners  have  succeeded  in  fulfilling  the  many  and  several 
wishes  of  the  voters  of  the  town.  Among  these  wishes  can 
be  listed  the  following: 

BROOKS  PARK:  The  regular  landscaping,  servicing  and 
policing  duties  were  carried  on  in  detail.  The  fence  enclosing 
the  double  tennis  court  was  given  a  new  coat  of  aluminum 
paint.  Also  one  new  tennis  net  and  a  set  of  tapes  were  pur¬ 
chased.  Did  more  repair  work  on  the  band  stand.  All  neces¬ 
sary  painting  which  was  required  was  done.  Repaired  picnic 
tables  and  benches.  Both  shuffle  board  courts  were  repainted 
and  numbered.  Brushed  out  about  three  quarters  of  the 
wooded  area  and  burned  the  brush.  The  drain  from  route  39 
leading  in  to  the  picnic  areea  was  filled  with  stone.  After 
expert  advice  from  both  State  and  Federal  experts  to  stop 
erosion  as  this  has  caused  the  loss  of  many  trees.  All  rose 
bushes,  shrubs,  and  small  trees  were  pruned  and  fertilized 
and  sprayed.  The  Harwich  Fire  Association  was  granted  per¬ 
mission  to  place  their  Memorial  Stone  in  this  Park  which  they 
have  done  to  Honor  their  Dead. 

HARWICHPORT  PARKING  LOT:  The  parking  lot  was 
brushed  and  new  lines  were  painted  for  parking  cars.  The 
comfort  station  was  opended  from  June  10  to  September  19 
with  attendant  keeping  the  building  clean  daily.  Also  the 
inside  of  the  comfort  station  was  given  the  second  coat  of 
paint. 

SQUARES:  All  fourteen  squares  received  regular  weekly 
attention.  Flowers,  plants,  bulbs,  etc.  were  rotated  and  culti¬ 
vated  and  many  new  plants  added  throughout  the  spring  and 
summer  seasons. 

LONG  POND  PUBLIC  BEACH:  The  picnic  area  was  made 
larger  this  year  and  was  used  by  many.  All  waste  receptacles 
were  emptied  daily.  More  picnic  tables  and  rubbish  containers 
were  placed  there  because  of  the  increased  use  of  this  beach. 
Also  had  to  rope  and  buoy  off  bathing  area  for  the  safety  of 
persons  bathing  because  of  speed  boats  and  water  skiers.  Art. 
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40, 1959  was  voted  and  accepted  to  build  a  hard  top  boat  ramp. 
This  work  was  completed  so  it  could  be  used  from  July  4th 
through  the  rest  of  the  summer.  Many  boats  were  put  in  the 
water  daily  from  this  ramp. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  per¬ 
sons,  residents  and  non-residents,  who  have  cooperated  with 
us  in  making  our  parks  and  squares  something  we  can  all  be 
proud  of.

Capt.  Williams 
through  his  office  was  a  great  help  to  this  Department  in 
organizing  and  training.  We  miss  his  valuable  assistance. 

We  have  completed  the  construction  of  a  Control  Center 
in  the  basement  of  the  Harwich  Elementary  School.  We  now 
have  an  area  from  which  to  operate  in  time  of  emergency. 

We  are  trying  to  maintain  a  corps  of  trained  volunteers 
to  run  the  control  center.  The  need  for  more  assistance  is 
acute. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  co- 
operaton  during  the  year  and  to  Chris  Marcotte  and  the 
members  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  who  gave  their  time  to  this 
very  vital  work.

The  following  inspections  were  made  for  additions  to 
present  wiring,  three  wire  service  to  replace  old  two  wire 
systems,  off  peak  hot  water  meters,  new  homes  and  contrac¬ 
tors  services,  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1959. 

Each  new  home  requires  two  inspections,  one  roughing  in 
and  the  final,  which  is  the  only  one  we  count  in  our  total. 
Besides  these  inspections,  we  go  out  on  the  jobs  to  advise  as 
to  locations  of  services  and  what  is  needed  to  comply  with 
the  code. 

The  majority  of  new  homes  erected  this  year  have  had 
100  Amp.  services  installed  and  it  is  recommended  by  the 
inspector,  that  all  future  homes  to  be  erected  have  a  service 
of  at  least  100  ampere  capacity.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

There  are  no  tubercular  patients  at  Barnstable  County 
Hospital  from  Harwich  at  the  present  time. 

Five  premature  births  were  reported  this  year  and  finan¬ 
cial  assistance  was  granted  in  two  of  these  cases. 

Another  in  the  series  of  polio  vaccine  clinics  was  con¬ 
ducted  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  F.  L.  Moore,  County 
Health  Officer  and  Adelyn  Peabody,  Town  Nurse  and  several 
persons  received  polio  shots. 

One  case  of  venereal  disease  was  reported,  one  chicken 
pox,  one  rubella  and  two  scarlet  fever  cases  during  1959. 

The  operation  of  the  Town  Dump  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Dump  Custodian,  James  L.  Smith  has  progressed  and 
shows  steady  improvement. 

The  beach  cleaning  program  instituted  in  1958  was  con¬ 
tinued  in  1959.  This  program  includes  daily  patrol  of  all  the 
Town  beaches  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  a  daily  pick-up,  by  truck,  of  the  various  containers  placed 
on  the  beaches.  Daily  pick-up  of  rubbish  containers  in  the 
business  areas  is  also  included  in  this  program  during  the 
summer  season. 

We  still  receive  complaints  from  time  to  time  in  regard 
to  careless  transportation  of  refuse  to  the  dump,  and  we  urge 
all  citizens  to  cooperate  in  keeping  our  road  sides  clear  of 
unsightly  trash. 

We  were  saddened  this  year  by  the  death  of  Ernest  C. 
Eldredge,  Jr.,  for  many  years  Sanitary  Inspector  from  the 
Barnstable  County  Health  Dept.  Mr.  Eldredge  was  always 
most  helpful  to  us  and  we  shall  miss  him  greatly. 

The  vacancy  created  by  Mr.  Eldredge’s  death  was  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Edward  H.  Tateosian.

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Report  of  Town  Government  Study  Committee 


To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Town  Government  Study  Committee  here¬ 
with  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year  1959. 

During  the  year  the  committee  has  conducted  a  study  of 
the  operation  of  the  Town  Highway  Department  and  has  is¬ 
sued  a  report,  including  certain  recommendations  for  con¬ 
sideration  by  the  department  and  by  the  voters  of  the  town. 
A  complete  copy  of  that  report  is  appended  to  this  annual 
report. 

The  Town  Government  Study  Committee  regrets  to  state 
that  the  cooperation  received  from  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  during  the  past  year  has  left  much  to  be  desired. 

In  at  least  two  instances  during  the  year  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  failed  to  show  even  common  courtesy  in  answer¬ 
ing  correspondence  directed  to  the  members.  In  the  first  in¬ 
stance  a  letter  was  sent  to  Mr.  Hall,  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  explaining  that  the  Town  Government  Study 
Committee  had  gone  on  record  at  the  last  annual  town  meet¬ 
ing  as  favoring  a  professional  revaluation  of  local  real  estate 
taxes. 

Because  Mr.  Hall  had  made  pre-election  statements  that 
such  a  professional  revaluation  was  unnecessary  for  the  rea¬ 
son  that  a  competent  job  could  be  done  by  the  local  assessors, 
and  because  he  stated  publicly  that  he  would  take  steps  to 
correct,  what  this  committee  feels  is  a  deplorable  condition 
with  respect  to  local  real  estate  assessments,  the  committee 
asked  the  Board  of  Assessors  if  they  would  keep  the  commit¬ 
tee  informed  as  to  the  steps  being  taken  to  bring  about  an 
equalization  of  real  estate  valuations.  This  letter  to  Mr.  Hall 
was  never  answered.  The  Board  of  Assessors  never  made  any 
attempt  to  inform  the  committee  of  its  actions. 

While  the  committee  recognizes  the  right  of  the  Select¬ 
men  or  Assessors  to  do  the  job  as  they  see  fit  irregardless  of 
the  opinion  of  the  Town  Government  Study  Committee,  it  is 
felt  that  they  were  obligated  to  at  least  answer  our  letter. 

On  a  second  occasion  the  committee  wrote  the  Select¬ 
men  seeking  information  on  the  land  taking  at  Sand  Pond 
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which  was  voted  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting.  This 
taking  caused  considerable  comment  because  it  deviated  sub¬ 
stantially  from  the  plan  that  was  presented  to  the  voters  and 
was  approved. 

As  a  result  of  queries  made  to  the  committee  members 
by  interested  citizens,  including  members  of  the  Recreation 
and  Playground  Commission,  which  sponsored  the  article,  the 
committee  wrote  to  the  Selectmen  asking  them  to  explain  why 
they  had  failed  to  take  the  land  as  voted,  and  why  they  had 
made  payment  in  full  for  a  substantial  portion  of  the  land 
before  any  title  whatsoever  was  taken  for  the  town.  This 
letter  went  unanswered  also. 

In  fairness  to  Selectman  Milton  Welt  it  must  be  stated 
that  he  wrote  the  committee  explaining  his  position  in  op¬ 
position  to  the  taking  as  it  was  made,  explaining  that  he  felt 
the  land  should  have  been  taken  just  as  approved  by  the 
voters. 

It  was  only  after  the  Town  Government  Study  Committee 
called  a  meeting  and  invited  members  of  the  Recreation  and 
Playground  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  that 
plans  were  made  to  straighten  the  matter  out.  At  that  meet¬ 
ing  the  Selectmen  agreed  to  consult  with  the  Recreation  and 
Playground  Commission  and  to  seek  an  easement  from  the 
owner  of  the  property  involved.  This  they  failed  to  do  and 
the  easement  was  finally  secured  by  the  Recreation  and  Play¬ 
ground  Commission  for  inclusion  in  the  1960  annual  town 
meeting  warrant. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  year,  if  the  voters  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich  see  fit  to  continue  the  committee’s  exist¬ 
ence,  that  a  better  understanding  of  the  committee’s  ob¬ 
jectives  can  be  achieved  by  other  departments. 

The  committee  firmly  believes  that  a  thorough  study  of 
all  town  departments  can  be  beneficial  to  the  departments 
and  to  the  town  as  a  whole.  If  it  can  bring  about  a  better 
coordination  of  the  various  departments,  and  can  increase  the 
operating  efficiency  of  the  departments,  the  taxpayers  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich  will  benefit. 

It  it  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  voters  of  the  town  will 
support  the  committee  and  reject  the  article  which  is  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  1960  town  meeting  warrant  calling  for  its 
abolition. 

Three  valuable  members  of  the  committee  submitted  their 
resignations  during  the  past  year.  The  committee  wishes  to 
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recognize  them  for  their  service  to  the  town.  They  are  Robert 
J.  Chase,  West  Harwich;  LeRoy  Long,  Harwichport;  Arthur 
I.  Keefe,  Pleasant  Lake;  and  George  Colbert,  East  Harwich.

REPORT  OF 

THE  HARWICH  TOWN  GOVERNMENT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

based  on  its  study  of 
The  Harwich  Highway  Department 

To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  past  year  the  Harwich  Town  Government 
Study  Committee  has  conducted  a  study  of  your  Highway 
Department — a  department  which  accounted  for  more  than 
$100,000  of  your  tax  dollars  in  1959.  As  a  result  of  that  study 
the  committee  wishes  to  submit  certain  recommendations  for 
the  consideration  of  the  department  and  the  voters  of  the 
town. 

The  committee  would  be  less  than  honest  if  it  did  not 
state  frankly  that  the  cooperation  given  by  the  Highway  Sur¬ 
veyor  during  this  study  could  have  been  better.  Some  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  committee  feel  that  the  Highway  Surveyor  sus¬ 
pected  the  motives  of  the  committee,  a  suspicion  which  was 
unfounded  and  which  certainly  did  not  prevail  in  the  com¬ 
mittee’s  study  of  other  town  departments. 

Several  scheduled  meetings  with  the  Highway  Surveyor 
had  to  be  cancelled  on  short  notice  after  he  informed  the 
committee  that  be  could  not  attend. 

At  the  outset  of  its  study  the  committee  requested  and 
received  from  Herman  B.  Dine,  director  of  accounts  for  the 
State  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  a  legal  rul¬ 
ing  on  the  duties  and  limitation  of  duties  of  a  town  highway 
surveyor. 

In  summary  Mr.  Dine’s  ruling,  based  on  the  General 
Laws  and  previous  court  decisions,  was  that  a  town  highway 
surveyor  “shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  ordinary 
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repair  of  public  ways  in  the  town  without  being  subject  to 
the  authority  of  the  selectmen  except  that  the  surveyor  would 
be  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  selectmen  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  highways  in  the  town.  The  towns  may  authorize 
their  surveyors  or  any  other  person  to  enter  into  contracts 
for  making  or  repairing  town  ways.  This  would  indicate  that 
the  town  meeting  could  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
enter  into  a  contract  for  repairing  highways  even  though  the 
town  elects  a  highway  surveyor. 

In  the  performance  of  their  statutory  duties,  surveyors 
of  highways  are  public  officers  and  are  wholly  independent 
of  towns  and  cannot  be  considered  servants  or  agents  of  the 
town.  However,  in  the  construction  or  reconstruction  of  pub¬ 
lic  ways  the  highway  surveyor  comes  under  the  authority  of 
the  selectmen  or,  if  the  town  meeting  desires,  such  construc¬ 
tion  or  reconstruction  could  be  placed  entirely  under  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  selectmen. 

Mr.  Dine  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  words  “ordinary 
repairs”  refers  to  such  work  on  the  highways  as  would  make 
them  safe  and  passable  as  distinguished  from  new  con¬ 
struction  or  resurfacing. 

Minor  supplies  and  equipment  which  are  expendable 
would  be  purchased  by  the  highway  surveyor  from  the  ap¬ 
propriations  voted  by  the  town,  but  the  purchase  of  major 
equipment  should  be  specifically  provided  for  by  the  town 
and  the  town  vote  should  specify  by  whom  such  equipment 
should  be  purchased.  The  town  meeting  could  authorize  the 
surveyor  to  make  such  purchases  of  major  equipment  or  to 
undertake  construction 

The  budget  item  “general  repairs”  would  not  include 
original  construction  of  highways  or  the  purchase  of  major 
equipment. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  study  committee  that  the  High¬ 
way  Surveyor  of  the  town  of  Harwich  has  been,  as  a  matter  of 
practice  of  many  years’  standing,  overstepping  the  limits  of 
his  authority. 

A  case  in  point  is  the  improvements  made  to  South  Street. 
These  improvements  were  voted  under  various  articles  at 
different  annual  town  meetings,  none  of  which  specifically 
authorized  the  Highway  Surveyor  to  undertake  them.  Con¬ 
trol  of  the  projects,  therefore,  rested  in  the  hands  of  the 
selectmen  and  they  should  have  advertised  for  bids  and 
awarded  contracts. 

It  was  also  noted  that  the  Highway  Surveyor  expended 
from  his  “general  repairs”  account  the  sum  of  $6,718  which 
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was  used  for  the  reconstruction  of  South  Street  from  Sisson 
Road  to  Forest  Street. 

This  project  was  authorized  by  voters  under  Article  52  of 
the  1956  annual  town  meeting  warrant  and  $5,000  was  voted 
for  the  purpose.  According  to  the  Highway  Surveyor’s  annual 
report  for  1958  $4,988.88  of  this  appropriation  was  spent,  the 
balance  of  $11.12  being  returned  to  the  town  treasury.  The 
report  gives  no  indication,  however,  that  an  additional  $6,718 
was  spent  on  this  project  so  that  the  total  cost  was  $10,270.92 
and  not  the  $5,000.00  approved  by  voters. 

Early  in  its  study  the  committee  interviewed  the  High¬ 
way  Surveyor  and  examined  the  records  of  the  department. 
(Mervyn  Hall,  who  had  been  keeping  the  records  was  also 
on  hand  to  explain  them.)  Although  records  are  kept,  the 
committee  feels  that  they  are  insufficient  and  unbusiness¬ 
like.  Such  records  as  are  kept  are  written  on  sheets  of  paper 
and  kept  in  loose  leaf  type  notebooks. 

It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  adequate  records  of 
a  double  entry  nature  be  kept  so  that  they  can  be  properly 
checked.  Along  with  this  recommendation  the  committee 
feels  that  a  full-time  clerk  with  sufficient  bookkeeping  ex¬ 
perience  should  be  employed.  It  has  been  found  that  there 
is  no  one  at  the  Highway  Department  office  during  a  good 
part  of  the  day  when  the  Highway  Surveyor  is  out  on  the  job. 
The  committee  feels  that  there  should  be  a  responsible  per¬ 
son  in  the  office  during  regular  office  hours  so  that  inquiries 
by  telephone  or  in  person  can  be  handled  quickly  and  ef¬ 
ficiently. 

At  the  present  time  no  inventory  records  are  kept  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Highway  Surveyor.  The  committee  feels  that 
in  a  department  of  this  type,  where  supplies  and  material 
are  being  constantly  expended,  a  running  inventory  should 
be  maintained  so  that  the  department  head  can  immediately 
and  accurately  determine  just  how  much  of  any  item  he  has 
on  hand.  Such  a  procedure  would  eliminate  possible  waste¬ 
ful  spending  and  overstocking. 

It  was  brought  out  by  the  Highway  Surveyor  that  all  pur¬ 
chases  are  not  made  by  public  bid.  In  some  instances  he  has 
written  to  private  firms  inviting  them  to  bid  on  equipment  or 
supplies.  It  is  felt  that  public  bids,  properly  advertised,  will 
result  in  the  town  getting  the  lowest  possible  price  on  any 
purchases  of  $1,000  or  more  and  that  such  a  practice  should 
be  adhered  to. 

As  previously  noted  in  the  example  of  South  Street,  the 
Highway  Surveyor  admitted  that  funds  in  his  budget  are  not 
always  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  appropriated. 
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It  is  felt  that  he  should,  whenever  the  need  arises  for  a  sub¬ 
stantial  transfer  of  funds  within  his  budget  to  be  used  for  a 
purpose  other  than  that  which  the  voters  authorized,  seek 
the  permission  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  possibly,  the 
Selectmen. 

The  Highway  Surveyor  and  the  Study  Committee  are  in 
full  agreement  that  the  oiling  of  roads  and  the  use  of  mix 
in  place  is  wasteful  in  the  long  run.  It  is  his  opinion,  shared 
by  the  committee  that  the  town  would  be  better  served  to 
spend  its  money  for  paving  with  hot  mix  so  that  once  a  road 
is  surfaced,  it  will  not  have  to  be  done  over  in  two  or  three 
years. 

In  line  with  the  above  recommendation  the  committee 
feels  there  is  a  real  need  for  long-range  planning.  Even  most 
of  the  day-to-day  work,  according  to  the  Highway  Surveyor,  is 
planned  “in  his  head.”  The  committee  feels  that  only  through 
comprehensive  long-range  planning  can  a  well-organized 
program  for  road  improvement  and  construction  be  achieved. 

The  committee  also  recommends  a  practice  used  in  other 
towns — that  of  advertising  for  bids  on  equipment,  supplies, 
and  construction  work  prior  to  the  annual  town  meeting.  In 
this  way  an  exact  figure,  based  on  a  hard  and  fast  bid,  can  be 
placed  in  the  budget  or  warrant  article.  Chatham  officials 
informed  committee  members  that  this  was  a  regular  practice 
in  their  town  and  one  that,  in  their  opinion,  saves  the  town 
a  considerable  amount  of  money. 

Mr.  Dine  also  noted  that  the  Highway  Surveyor  does  not 
have  the  authority  to  advertise  for  bids  unless  he  is  specifi¬ 
cally  authorized  to  do  so  by  a  vote  of  town  meeting.  It  is 
suggested  that  such  provision  be  contained  in  all  equipment 
articles  or  that  all  bids  be  handled  by  the  selectmen. 

Lastly  the  committee  feels  there  is  a  greater  need  for 
more  efficient  road  engineering.  This  is  in  line  with  the  com¬ 
mittee’s  recommendations  with  respect  to  planning.  The 
commttee  feels  that  the  elimination  of  dangerous  curves, 
humps,  valleys,  low  areas  where  surface  water  collects,  should 
be  considered  prior  to  every  road  improvement  job.  It  is  not 
enough  to  merely  widen  and  resurface  a  road.  It  should  be 
made  a  better  road  and  a  safer  road  for  traffic.

During  the  year  1959  the  Fire  Department  has  accom¬ 
plished  many  things.  We  have  completed  the  addition  to  the 
fire  station,  reorganized  our  training  program,  and  intensified 
our  inspection  program. 


Addition  to  Fire  Headquarters 


The  stimulation  of  morale  is  the  basic  objective  of  a 
sound  personnel  policy.  Morale  has  been  described  as  “a 
spirit  which  expresses  itself  in  enthusiasm,  loyalty,  coopera¬ 
tion,  devotion  to  duty,  and  pride  in  service”.  These  qualities 
have  been  combined  with  the  hard  work,  which  has  prevailed 
during  the  construction  of  the  addition.  I  cannot  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  enough  for  the  many  hours  devoted  by 
men  of  the  department  who  have  successfully  completed  this 
project.  It  is  my  desire  to  have  all  the  townspeople  drop  in  at 
fire  headquarters  and  view  this  accomplishment.  It  would 
give  these  public  spirited  men  the  feeling  of  a  job  well  done. 
The  addition  has  given  us  much  needed  apparatus  floor  space, 
a  storage  room,  alarm  room,  bedroom  and  a  small  recreation 
room. 


Training 


The  time  which  our  firemen  donate  both  in  planning  and 
attending  their  training  courses  are  always  subject  to  praise. 
Keeping  themselves  informed  of  the  latest  techniques  of 
firefighting  and  rescue  practices  require  a  great  amount  of 
study  and  research.  Our  reorganized  training  program  has 
given  more  individual  instruction.  In  the  past  all  companies 
were  required  to  train  on  the  same  day,  whereas  we  now 
require  single  company  participation  with  some  companies 
drilling  at  night,  others  drilling  during  the  day.  Although  this 
program  demands  more  time  of  the  officers  and  instructors, 
they  are  more  than  willing  because  of  their  desire  for  an  ef¬ 
ficient,  well  trained  firefighting  and  rescue  force. 


Inspections 


If  you  heat  or  cook  with  an  oil  stove,  are  you  absolutely 
certain  that  your  stove  is  in  perfect  working  condition?  You’d 
better  be,  because  oil  space  heater  fires  are  the  biggest  single 
home  fire  killers.  The  types  of  stoves  which  are  the  most 
dangerous  if  not  working  properly  are:  portable  kerosene 
heaters,  oil  and  kerosene  kitchen  ranges,  and  space  heaters. 
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If  these  units  are  not  working  properly  or  you  are  uncer¬ 
tain  how  to  operate  same,  call  this  department  or  your  serv¬ 
iceman  for  instruction.  Throughout  the  year,  we  are  making 
daily  inspections  of  oil  and  gas  heating  units,  but,  this  alone 
is  not  enough  to  stop  these  unnecessary  fires.  We  must  have 
the  full  cooperation  of  all  townspeople.  Any  recommendations 
made  by  the  fire  inspector  are  made  for  the  protection  and 
safety  of  all.  If  at  any  time  you  have  a  problem  in  fire  pre¬ 
vention  or  need  assistance  in  eliminating  a  hazard,  feel 
free  to  call  on  us. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  men  and  dispatchers  of  the  de¬ 
partment  for  their  cooperation  and  donation  of  time  during 
the  past  year;  to  the  members  and  Chiefs  of  other  towns  and 
to  the  citizens  for  their  cooperation.

Installing  and  cleaning  catch  basins,  ten  new  catch  bas¬ 
ins  have  been  added  this  year  with  filter  beds  of  tonage  of 
rock. 

Approximately  200  feet  of  pipe  has  been  laid  to  take  care 
of  the  drainage  situation. 

We  now  have  150  catch  basins  throughout  the  town.

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Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control 
and  Tree  Warden  Departments 


This  was  a  good  year  for  the  shade  trees,  the  best  since 
the  Cape  started  having  hurricanes  a  few  years  ago.  Many 
of  the  trees  although  in  bad  condition  are  at  least  showing 
some  signs  of  recovery  from  the  heavy  wind  damage  received 
year  after  year. 

The  small  trees  set  out  by  the  town  each  year  put  out 
more  new  growth  this  year,  and  now  appear  to  be  well  estab¬ 
lished.  We  now  have  approximately  four  hundred  of  these 
trees  which  are  mostly  Norway  Maples.  These  trees  are  fertil¬ 
ized,  and  cared  for  every  year. 

Fourteen  dead  trees  were  removed  from  the  roadsides. 
This  number  is  eleven  less  than  last  year  and  this  shows  some 
improvement.  Most  of  these  trees  were  pine,  killed  by  hur¬ 
ricane  winds,  and  pine  borer. 

Twenty-nine  new  trees  were  set  out  along  town  roads  as 
follows:  West  Harwich  2,  North  Harwich  2,  East  Harwich  2, 
Pleasant  Lake  3,  Harwich  Center  9,  Harwichport  11.  One 
Sugar  Maple  was  used  to  replace  one  that  had  been  killed  by 
mice. 

This  year  the  number  of  Tent  Caterpillars  for  once  were 
on  the  decrease.  Japanese  Beetles,  Pine  Tip  Worms,  Earwigs 
and  most  all  leaf  eating  insects  remained  about  the  same  as 
last  year.  There  was  a  large  pine  defoliation  in  Pleasant  Lake 
and  the  East  Harwich  area  caused  by  the  Pine  Saw  Fly  Worm, 
a  fairly  new  pest  in  town.  We  can  expect  to  find  these  worms 
all  over  the  town  next  year. 

Thirty-five  gypsy  moth  traps  were  set  and  maintained 
during  July  and  August.  These  traps  were  placed  all  over 
the  town,  and  had  to  be  visited  three  and  four  times  during 
the  week.  Sixty-one  moths  were  caught  as  compared  with 
eleven  last  year.  Most  of  these  moths  were  caught  near  the 
Harwich-Brewster  line  in  Pleasant  Lake,  and  could  give  us 
plenty  of  trouble  next  year. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  is  still  a  serious  threat  to  our  elm 
trees.  These  large  trees  neglected  down  through  the  years 
are  a  easy  victim  of  this  most  dreaded  of  all  tree  diseases. 
Sample  wood  was  taken  from  twenty-four  elms  and  sent  to 
the  Shade  Tree  Laboratories  for  culturing.  It  was  discov- 
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ered  that  ten  of  these  trees  had  this  disease  and  would  have 
to  be  removed.  Several  of  the  trees  are  on  private  property, 
and  two  have  been  taken  down  by  the  owners.  My  depart¬ 
ment  with  limited  funds  is  doing  everything  possible  to  save 
these  trees  that  in  a  few  years  will  be  a  tree  of  the  past.

Librarian’s  Report 


It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  Brooks  Free  Library  has 
enjoyed  another  substantial  increase  in  circulation  during  the 
past  year.  Intensive  work  with  children  and  young  people 
has  accounted  for  a  large  percentage  of  this  increase.  The 
classes  of  the  6th  and  7th  grades  have  visited  monthly  to 
study  library  usage,  and  in  addition,  small  deposits  of  books 
have  been  left  in  the  Elementary  School  rooms.  During  Book 
Week,  the  librarian  visited  all  the  classes  at  that  School  to 
show  new  books  and  distribute  book  marks.  Patricia  Ford  has 
conducted  several  story  hours  at  the  library  on  Saturdays  for 
the  younger  set.  These  have  been  most  happy  times  for  the 
youngsters — particularly  at  Christmas  when  Santa’s  helper 
was  on  hand  to  present  some  candy  canes  to  the  listeners. 

As  people  have  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  needs  that  are  satisfied  by  the  public  library,  more 
interest  has  been  generated  in  regional  libraries.  A  survey  to 
determine  the  desires  of  the  Cape  libraries  in  regard  to  a 
Bookmobile  for  this  area,  was  conducted  by  the  Cape  Cod 
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Library  Club  this  past  year.  All  the  library  boards  and  li¬ 
brarians  in  Harwich,  Brewster,  Sandwich,  and  Nantucket 
favored  such  a  project,  but  interest  among  some  of  the  library 
officials  from  other  towns  was  lacking.  This  proposal  was 
therefore  tabled  for  the  time  being. 

National  Library  Week  was  highlighted  in  Harwich  by  an 
“Oldest  Book  in  Harwich”  Contest.  All  three  libraries  in  town 
cooperated  to  make  the  Contest  a  great  success,  as  more  than 
100  elderly  books  were  entered  for  competition.  Miss  Kath¬ 
erine  Rand  was  chairman  for  the  celebration  which  culmin¬ 
ated  in  a  Book  Night  with  exhibits  by  the  school  and  town 
libraries  and  other  organizations,  and  a  speaker  from  Wor¬ 
cester,  Mrs.  Betty  Nelson.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  is  the  fourth  year  of  the  cooperative  scientific  shell¬ 
fish  program  between  the  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries 
and  the  Town  of  Harwich.  The  records  which  have  been 
kept  in  this  program  have  been  sent  to  the  Department  of 
Marine  Fisheries  for  analysis  and  will  be  invaluable  to  the 
future  propagation  and  growth  of  our  shellfish. 

263  bushels  of  quahogs  were  planted  at  Allens  Harbor  and 
Round  Cove  last  Spring.  Allens  Harbor  was  opened  for 
quahogs  the  first  of  December.  Round  Cove  has  been  in¬ 
spected  for  bacteria  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  will  be  opened  for  the  taking  of  quahogs  and  oysters  as 
soon  as  we  receive  their  report.  Controlled  areas  such  as 
Round  Cove  should  be  open  for  shellfishing  only  one  day  a 
week  so  that  quantity  control  can  be  kept  on  these  small 
areas.  Sunday  seems  to  be  the  best  day  for  everyone.  Some 
Sundays  over  one  hundred  limits  are  taken  from  the  small 
area  of  Round  Cove. 

Oysters  are  in  fair  supply,  some  of  which  will  be  avail¬ 
able  when  Round  Cove  is  opened. 

The  scallop  crop  was  poor  again  this  year  and  is  not  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  too  much  better  in  1960. 

A  word  about  rules  and  regulations.  They  are  printed 
on  the  reverse  side  of  all  Shellfish  Permits.  I  wish  to  call 
attention  to  Regulation  #14 — “Commercial  fishing  not  al¬ 
lowed  upon  the  shore  line  of  Round  Cove,  Allens  Harbor, 
Wychmere  Harbor  or  Stoney  Flat.”  This  regulation  protects 
the  family  digger  from  the  shellfish  being  taken  in  these 
areas  for  commercial  purposes  and  assures  him  of  plenty  of 
shellfish  for  family  use.  Shellfish  is  plentiful  in  deep  water 
for  commercial  fishing  and  should  be  taken  advantage  of  so 
that  this  very  important  natural  resource  will  not  be  wasted. 
Pleasant  Bay  has  always  been  a  good  commercial  area.

Under  Article  No.  60  of  the  town  meeting  of  1959,  a  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  by  the  moderator  to  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  a  Multi-Purpose  Community  Building.  These 
members  were  Forrest  A.  Eaton,  Margaret  S.  Leonard,  Archie 
F.  Bullock,  Charles  J.  Stuart,  who  later  resigned,  and  Virginia 
S.  Doane.  An  organizational  meeting  was  held  on  March  19th 
at  the  town  offices,  at  which  time  Mr.  Eaton  was  elected 
Chairman  and  Mrs.  Doane,  Secretary.  Monthly  meetings  were 
scheduled  for  the  3rd  Thursday  of  each  month. 

The  Committee  first  considered  possible  sites  with  ade¬ 
quate  amounts  of  land  that  would  be  available  to  take  care 
of  future  community  needs  of  the  town  of  Harwich.  The 
discussion  of  the  article  at  town  meeting  indicated  that  it  was 
the  wish  of  the  townspeople  that  this  Committee  explore  the 
possibilities  of  a  Civic  Center  and  the  ramifications  of  such 
planning.  With  this  in  mind,  and  looking  for  the  geographical 
center  of  the  town,  the  area  north  of  Brooks  Park  seemed, 
to  the  Committee,  to  represent  the  best  section  for  such 
development. 

It  was  decided  to  engage  the  services  of  Alger  &  Gunn, 
Architects,  of  Hyannis  to  aid  the  Committee  in  obtaining  and 
presenting  pertinent  informaton  for  study  of  a  possible  Civic 
Center.  Many  meetings  and  conferences  were  held  in  order 
to  cover  as  many  aspects  of  the  planning  as  possible.  The 
final  conclusions  and  recommendations  will  be  made  in  pam¬ 
phlet  form  to  the  voters  prior  to  town  meeting. 

We  are  most  grateful  for  the  cooperation  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  from  town  officials  and  other  committees  and  com¬ 
missions.  Many  have  contributed  their  time  and  thinking  in 
the  planning  of  what  we  hope  will  be  an  acceptable  blueprint 
for  the  future  development  of  a  Civic  Center.

Records  in  this  office  of  cases  of  reportable  communicable 
diseases  occurring  during  the  year  have  not  shown  any  major 
outbreaks  during  the  year.  There  were  two  cases  of  paralytic 
poliomyelitis  reported,  both  cases  being  over  20  years  of  age. 
Since  this  disease  is  commonly  more  prevalent  during  child¬ 
hood,  we  may  assume  that  the  high  protection  by  means  of 
vaccine  among  the  younger  age  groups  was,  at  least  in  some 
part,  responsible  for  this  record. 

The  report  of  the  survey  on  Health  Needs  in  Barnstable 
County  has  been  distributed  to  all  Boards  of  Health  in  this 
county.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Editor  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Standard  Times,  this  report  was  published  in  full  by  that 
newspaper.  A  long  range  program  of  development  is  contained 
in  the  recommendations  of  the  survey  team.  This  department 
has  already  carried  out  some  of  the  recommendations,  and 
efforts  will  be  made  to  implement  others.

Space  Needs  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  School  Space  Needs  Committee  has  held  but  one 
meeting  during  the  year  because  it  considered  its  work  com¬ 
pleted  in  1958,  when  it  found  that  by  1966-67  it  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  provide  additional  school  rooms  for  a  total  increase 
in  school  population  of  at  least  227  pupils,  78  in  the  high 
school  and  149  in  the  elementary  school.  Actually  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  by  the  School  Space  Needs  Committee  and  by  the  Har¬ 
wich  Regional  School  Committee  that  the  increase  will  be 
much  larger  than  these  figures  based  as  they  are  upon  pro¬ 
jections  of  present  enrollment  and  birth  rates  in  the  com¬ 
munity. 

Because  the  Harwich  Regional  School  Committee  is  car¬ 
rying  on  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  School  Space  Needs 
Committee,  on  the  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel  your  School 
Space  Needs  Committee  voted  on  December  10,  1959  to  ap¬ 
propriate  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1500  from  their  fund  of 
$4000  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  Harwich  share  of  costs 
of  preliminary  architectural  sketches  and  printing  of  the 
brochure  of  agreement  approved  by  the  Chatham-Harwich 
Regional  Committee  which  will  be  presented  to  the  voters 
of  the  community  during  the  calendar  year  1960.

Dear  Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  period  from  Jan¬ 
uary  1,  1957  to  July  11,  1959  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon: 

An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the  recorded 
financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  shown  on  the  books  of 
the  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s  office 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  ledger  accounts 
were  analyzed  and  proved  for  the  period  of  the  audit.  The 
recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  books, 
while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants. 
The  appropriations  and  transfers,  as  entered,  were  checked 
with  the  town  clerk’s  record  of  town  meeting  votes  and  with 
the  finance  committee’s  record  of  transfers  authorized  from 
the  reserve  fund,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  on  July  11,  1959  was  prepared  and  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex¬ 
amined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  checked 
with  the  accountant’s  books,  with  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The 
recorded  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasury  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the 
accountant’s  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  throughout,  and  the  cash  bal¬ 
ance  on  July  11,  1959  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash 
in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a 
statement  furnished  by  the  bank  in  which  town  funds  are 
deposited.

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file.  The 
bond  and  coupon  account  was  reconciled,  and  the  outstanding 
bonds  and  coupons  were  listed. 

The  deductions  from  employees’  salaries  and  wages  for 
Federal  and  State  taxes,  and  the  county  retirement  system, 
were  examined  and  proved  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in 
the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  veri¬ 
fied,  and  the  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investment  of  these  funds  were  examined  and  listed. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined. 
The  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  collector’s  records;  the  reported  redemptions, 
sales  of  lands  of  low  value,  and  foreclosures  were  checked; 
and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the 
accountant’s  ledger,  and  compared  with  the  records  at  the 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  tax  possessions  acquired  by  the  town  by 
foreclosure  of  tax  titles  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
foreclosures  and  sales  were  verified  with  the  records  at  the 
Registry  of  Deeds,  while  the  tax  possessions  on  hand  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked.  The  poll  and  property  taxes,  as  well  as  the 
motor  vehicle  trailer  excise,  outstanding  according  to  the  pre¬ 
vious  examination,  together  with  all  subsequent  commitment 
lists,  were  audited  and  proved.  The  collections  were  compared 
with  the  cash  book  entries  and  with  the  recorded  payments 
to  the  town  treasurer  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 
The  abatements  as  entered  on  the  commitment  books  were 
checked  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  respective  ledger  controls. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receiv¬ 
able  were  examined  and  checked.  The  reported  payments  to 
the  town  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash 
book,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  de¬ 
partmental  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstand¬ 
ing  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  controlling 
accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 
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The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  and  water  ac¬ 
counts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts, 
as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts  on  account  of  license  renewals, 
etc.,  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer.  The 
records  of  dog  licenses  issued  on  behalf  of  the  county,  and  of 
sporting  licenses,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  paid  to  the  State, 
were  examined,  checked,  and  compared  with  the  amounts  due 
and  paid  the  State  and  town  treasurer. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  board 
of  selectmen  and  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well 
as  by  the  police,  school,  library,  and  park  departments,  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  cash  books  were  added  and  the 
payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  recorded  receipts. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  departmental,  and  water  ac¬ 
counts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  trans¬ 
actions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  received 
from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  Town  of 
Harwich  a  department  to  be  known  as  the  Department  of 
Waterways,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Department,  and 
such  Department  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer 
to  be  known  as  the  Superintendent  of  the  Department  of 
Waterways,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Superintendent. 

The  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  said  Superintend¬ 
ent,  and  fix  his  compensation  not  to  exceed  the  appropri¬ 
ations  therefor,  and  may  remove  said  Superintendent  for 
cause  and  after  a  hearing. 

The  duties  of  the  Superintendent  shall  include  the  super¬ 
vision  of  all  municipal  property,  structures,  and  facilities 
which  are  located  on,  adjacent  to,  or  adjoining,  and  serve  the 
use  of,  the  shores,  lakes,  ponds,  rivers,  and  harbors  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich,  excepting  therefrom  any  part  of  the  public 
water  system  and  the  public  road  system,  but  including  the 
adjoining  parking  areas  and  any  part  of  the  public  road  sys¬ 
tem  which  might  reasonably  considered  to  be  a  part  of  those 
parking  areas. 

The*  Superintendent  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  pow¬ 
ers  and  duties  of  Harbormasters,  Wharfingers,  Shellfish  War¬ 
dens,  and  Herring  Supervisors.

He  shall  fix  the  compensation 
for  all  members  of  the  Department  not  to  exceed  the  ap¬ 
propriation  therefor.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Select¬ 
men  he  may  enter  into  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 

The  Superintendent  may  make  rules  and  regulations  gov¬ 
erning  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  Department,  and, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  he  may  make  suit¬ 
able  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  the  property, 
structures  and  facilities  of  the  Department,  including  the 
charging  of  fees  therefor. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  present 
and  voting  at  an  annual  or  special  town  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose  but  not  otherwise.

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Report  of  the 

Regional  School  Committee 


In  February  1959  the  Regional  Committees  of  Chatham 
and  Harwich  voted  to  organize  as  a  Joint  Committee,  and 
elected  Mr.  Gray  A.  Page,  Chatham,  as  Chairman,  and  Mrs. 
Margaret  Leonard  of  Harwich,  Secretary.  Meetings  have  been 
held  with  the  faculties  and  administrators  of  both  towns, 
and  also  with  the  school  committees. 

A  curriculum  for  a  regional  school  has  been  prepared 
and  submitted  by  Mr.  James  Alcock,  Guidance  Director,  which 
has  met  with  approval  of  the  School  Committees  of  both 
towns.  In  the  preparation  of  this  program  Mr.  Jesse  J. 
Morgan,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  arranged  for  many  con¬ 
ferences  with  the  principals,  teachers  and  department  heads 
to  insure  educational  specifications  that  would  make  a  re¬ 
gional  school  a  success,  by  enlarging  and  enriching  and  pro¬ 
gramming. 

At  a  meeting  attended  by  all  members  of  the  school  com¬ 
mittees,  the  regional  committees  and  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  it  was  the  unanimous  vote  that  a  six  year  High 
School  would  best  serve  the  needs  of  the  towns,  and  would 
provide  students  a  broader  education. 

School  population  surveys  were  made  by  Mr.  Jesse  J. 
Morgan,  Superintendent,  and  on  the  basis  of  the  survey,  it  was 
decided  to  plan  for  a  1,000  pupil  regional  high  school.  Meet¬ 
ings  have  been  held  with  Mr.  Hogden,  and  Mr.  Black,  of  the 
Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Commission,  and 
at  the  present  time  the  formal  agreement  of  regionalization 
is  in  their  office  for  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  will  be  presented  for  a  vote  at  a  special  town 
meeting. 

The  committee  is  now  preparing  an  informative  booklet 
which  will  contain  all  pertinent  facts  relative  to  the  plan¬ 
ning,  proposed  location,  educational  advantages,  etc.,  which 
will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  voters  well  in  advance  of 
the  special  town  meeting. 

If  it  is  voted  to  build  a  regional  school,  Harwich  would 
then  have  sufficient  space  for  the  elementary  school  popu¬ 
lation  by  using  the  present  elementary  and  high  school  build- 
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ings.  Of  prime  importance  in  reaching  the  decision  that  a 
regional  school  is  the  best  solution  for  our  space  needs  prob¬ 
lem  is  the  educational  advantages  of  a  larger  school,  and  also 
the  cost  would  be  less  than  if  each  town  tried  to  solve  its  own 
housing  problem. 

We,  therefore,  urge  all  townspeople  to  study  the  facts 
and  information  that  will  be  presented  to  them,  and  sup¬ 
port  the  committee  in  their  recommendation  that  a  1,000 
pupil  regional  high  school  be  built.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

During  the  years  1959  the  Harwich  Cchool  Committee  has 
held  22  meetings  in  the  business  of  the  schools.  Area  and 
State  School  Committee  Meetings  have  been  attended. 

The  buildings  have  been  thoroughly  inspected. 

The  High  School  plant  has  been  partly  modernized  by 
replacement  of  lighting  fixtures,  reconditioning  of  the  boiler, 
removal  of  coal  shed  and  other  necessary  exterior  and  interior 
repairs. 

The  Committee  have  complied  with  all  safety  require¬ 
ments  set  forth  by  the  Harwich  Fire  Department  and  the 
Mass.  Department  of  Public  Safety.  These  include  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  required  sprinkler  system  at  the  Brooks  Acad¬ 
emy  Building. 

At  the  Elementary  School  painting,  pointing  and  water¬ 
proofing  have  been  done. 

The  Committee  has  taken  advantage  of  all  offers  of  Fed¬ 
eral  Aid  under  Public  Law  864,  the  Vocational  Education 
Lav/s  and  State  Aid  for  transportation  and  special  class  edu¬ 
cation  operation. 

Teacher’s  salaries  have  been  increased  as  legally  re¬ 
quired  by  state  law  and  the  Harwich  salary  schedule. 

The  Committee  has  met  jointly  with  the  Regional  School 
District  Planning  Committees  of  Chatham  and  Harwich  and 
the  Chatham  School  Committee,  on  several  occasions  and  en¬ 
dorsed  the  plan  proposed  for  a  six-year  Regional  High  School 
to  be  built  in  conjunction  with  Chatham. 

Two  meetings  of  Joint  Supervisory  Union  No.  16  have 
been  held,  at  which  the  work  of  jointly  employed  personnel 
has  been  evaluated  and  salary  policies  discussed. 

The  Committee  have  purchased  a  great  deal  of  modern 
science  equipment  for  use  in  the  Harwich  High  School  Labo¬ 
ratories.  Federal  matching  funds  are  being  used  for  one- 
half  the  cost. 
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A  language  laboratory  for  use  in  French  and  English 
classes  has  been  set  up  and  the  necessary  equipment  pur¬ 
chased.  This  should  be  a  great  aid  to  better  teaching  of 
languages. 

The  Committee  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  pub¬ 
licly  acknowledge  the  debt  of  the  town  of  Harwich  to  Hillary 
LeClaire  who  retired  last  June.  He  came  to  Harwich  in  1919 
and  for  forty  years  faithfully  served  the  successive  gener¬ 
ations  of  Harwich  School  children.  We  wish  him  many  happy 
years  in  retirement. 

The  Committee  wish  to  reaffirm  its  confidence  in  the 
Harwich  School  Staff  and  to  commend  the  members  for  their 
excellent  work  in  behalf  of  the  Harwich  children.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Harwich  School  Committee: 

As  the  year  1959  draws  to  a  close  we  attempt  to  evaluate 
the  work  of  the  staff  with  the  children  of  the  community, 
and  to  report  significant  items  of  progress  to  you.  Reports 
of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School,  the  Principal  of  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  School,  the  Elementary  Supervisor,  the  supervisors 
of  special  subjects,  and  the  health  department  are  appended. 

They  are  an  important  part  of  this  report. 

IN-SERVICE  TEACHER  TRAINING 

The  Chatham  and  Harwich  School  Committees  have 
sponsored  a  Harvard-Boston  University  Extension  Course  in 
“The  Teaching  of  General  Science  in  the  Elementary  Grades.” 
The  Course  was  arranged  for  and  organized  by  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  Supervisor,  Dr.  Chace,  and  had  a  large  enrollment  of 
Chatham  and  Harwich  Elementary  teachers.  Its  value  has 
already  been  proved  by  the  improvement  of  Science  teaching 
in  the  schools. 


SALARY  SCHEDULE 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  1960  School  Budget  to 
place  all  teachers  at  their  proper  steps  on  the  schedule  as  of 
September  1,  1960.  The  School  Committee  adjusted  the 
schedule  to  comply  with  the  new  State  Law  requiring  the 
payment  of  a  minimum  salary  of  $4,000  per  year.  As  of  June 
30,  1959  Harwich  ranked  forty-sixth  of  351  towns  and  cities 
in  regard  to  the  bachelor’s  degree  schedule.  Three  years  ago 
it  was  much  higher,  today  probably  considerably  lower. 

PUBLIC  LAW  864 

Public  Law  864  provides  for  matching  funds  on  a  fifty- 
fifty  basis  by  the  Federal  Government  and  the  local  com¬ 
munity  for  the  improvement  of  Guidance,  Natural  Science, 
Mathematics  and  Foreign  Languages.  The  Harwich  School 
Committee  have  taken  full  advantage  of  funds  allotted  to 
this  community.  Mr.  MacKay  and  the  High  School  staff 
have  cooperated  fully  in  securing  Harwich’s  “grant.” 
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IMPROVEMENT  OF  PLANT 

The  original  section  of  the  elementary  school  was  painted, 
and  pointing  and  waterproofing  done. 

At  the  Harwich  High  School  the  number  two  boiler  had 
a  major  repair  job  done.  This  boiler  has  been  useless  for 
some  time.  Fluorescent  lighting  fixtures  were  installed  in 
the  offices,  cafeteria,  household  arts  room,  typewriting  room, 
library  and  art  rooms. 

At  the  Brooks  Academy  Building  a  sprinkling  system  was 
installed  as  required  by  fire  authorities. 

ADULT  EVENING  CLASSES 

Four  classes,  under  the  direction  of  Arthur  LaFrenier, 
subsidized  by  the  State  in  the  amount  of  fifty  percent  are  in 
progress.  They  are:  furniture  refinishing,  beginning  sewing, 
advanced  sewing  and  rug  braiding. 

Non-vocational  classes  are:  beginning  typewriting,  short¬ 
hand  II,  Conversational  French  and  art. 

The  Advisory  Committee  composed  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Titus, 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Eileen  Cahoon,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cahoon,  Mrs. 
Evelyn  Strout  and  Mrs.  Beatrice  Taylor  have  been  most  help¬ 
ful  in  planning  and  organizing  the  work. 

HARWICH’S  MAJOR  SCHOOL  PROBLEM 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  enrollment  in  Harwich  has 
sharply  increased.  This  reflects  a  nationwide  trend.  Ten 
years  ago  there  was  a  total  of  480  pupils  in  the  twelve  grades. 
Five  years  later  this  number  had  increased  to  614,  or  28%. 

The  following  chart  shows  a  steady  growth  during  the 
last  five-year  period — another  23%.

The  growth  for  the  last  ten-year  period,  251  pupils,  is  a 
solid  58% — and  this,  is  only  the  beginning. 

A  study  of  the  next  ten  years  shown  that  the  trend  will 
continue.  People  are  having  more  children,  times  are  good, 
highways  from  metropolitan  areas  to  the  Cape  are  improved. 
There  will  be  more  business  on  the  Cape,  more  permanent 
residents  to  service  the  business,  and  more  children  to 
educate. 
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The  following  projection  for  four  years,  prepared  by  ex¬ 
perts  in  the  office  of  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  As¬ 
sistance  Commission,  indicates  what  will  happen:

By  1970  there  will  be  over  1,200  school  children  in  Harwich 
as  compared  to  the  present  758 — another  60%  increase!  The 
total  jump  from  1950  to  1970  (from  480  to  1200)  represents  a 
staggering  150%.  These  pupils  are  on  their  way  and  space 
must  me  provided  for  them.  In  1970  there  will  be  enough 
elementary  school  children,  kindergarten  through  grade  6, 
to  fill  the  present  elementary  school  and  to  use  all  now  exist¬ 
ing  classrooms  in  the  High  School.  At  the  present  time  the 
Brooks  Academy  Building  houses  three  classes.  This  build¬ 
ing  should  be  abandoned  as  soon  as  possible.  Most  of  the 
elementary  classes  are  of  reasonable  size  at  present.  It  will 
not  be  long  before  three  divisions  will  be  required  in  grades 
6,  7  and  8  instead  of  the  present  two.  By  1970  some  of  the 
elementary  grades  will  require  four  divisions.  The  High 
School  will  become  more  and  more  crowded  as  the  large 
classes  that  began  to  come  along  about  1953  work  up  through 
the  system.  There  is  no  additional  space  available  in  that 
building. 

What  is  the  best  solution  to  these  problems?  They  are 
discussed  in  the  report  of  the  Harwich  Space  Needs  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  best  plan  from  the  standpoint  of  the  educational 
welfare  of  children  and  financial  economy,  recommended 
strongly  by  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance 
Commission  and  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  Harwich  School 
Committee,  Harwich  Regional  School  District  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Harwich  Space  Needs  Committee  is  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  six-year  regional  high  school  in  conjunction 
with  the  town  of  Chatham.  School  Building  Assistance  Offi¬ 
cials  have  called  this  one  of  the  most  ideal  regional  districts 
in  the  state.  They  described  it  as  “a  natural”  because  of  size 
of  communities,  number  of  pupils,  location  of  towns  and 
present  school  relationship  in  a  Supervisory  Union  already 
having  six  joint  employees.  The  financial  facts  in  regard  to 
the  economy  of  plan  are  given  in  a  brochure  printed  by  the 
Joint  Regional  District  Planning  Committee  of  Chatham  and 
Harwich,  Gray  A.  Page  of  Chatham,  Chairman;  Dr.  Julius  E. 
Warren,  former  High  School  Principal,  Superintendent  of 
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Schools  In  Ohio,  Newton,  Mass.,  and  University  City,  Missouri, 
also  former  Massachusetts  Commissioner  of  Education,  after 
twenty  years  of  vacationing  on  the  Cape,  now  retired  to  the 
Cape  is  a  worker  for  and  supporter  of  this  plan.  Educational 
advantages  (curriculum- wise)  are  discussed  elsewhere  in  this 
report  under  “Guidance”  by  Director  James  W.  Alcock  and 
also  in  the  Regional  Committee’s  brochure. 

Some  people  seem  to  feel  that  regional  high  schools  are 
gilded  palaces  in  which  education  of  the  most  expensive  kind 
goes  on.  This  is,  of  course,  a  most  erroneous  idea.  On  the 
contrary,  one  of  the  two  reasons  the  regional  school  idea  was 
approved  by  the  legislature  was  to  save  the  taxpayers  money. 
It  was  designed  to  prevent  small  communities  from  spending 
large  sums  of  money  on  small  and  inefficient  schools.  It 
was  to  encourage  such  communities  to  pool  their  resources 
with  their  neighbors  and  build  larger  schools  more  economi¬ 
cally  and  better  educationally.  It  is  the  almost  unanimous 
opinion  of  persons  engaged  in  education  that  regional  schools 
are  educationally  better,  cheaper  per  pupil  to  build  and 
cheaper  to  operate.  It  is  a  matter  of  public  record  that  last 
year  of  the  thirteen  regional  high  schools  listing  costs,  only 
one  was  higher  than  Harwich.  A  comparison  of  actual  build¬ 
ing  casts  in  recent  years  of  communities  regionalizing  and 
those  not  regionalizing  shows  the  economical  nature  of  the 
regional  school.  Of  the  two  great  advantages  derived  from 
regionalizing,  that  of  improvement  of  curriculum  and  in¬ 
struction  by  going  from  the  small  school  to  the  larger  one,  is 
far  more  important  than  the  other,  that  of  savings  in  dol¬ 
lars  although  that  is  also  very  important. 

I  have  spent  over  thirty  years  working  in  public  schools. 
During  this  time  as  principal  and  superintendent  I  have  had 
under  my  supervision  twelve  Junior-Senior  and  Senior  high 
schools  ranging  in  size  all  the  way  from  48  pupils  to  over 
1,000.  From  this  intimate  experience  there  is  no  doubt  in 
my  mind  that  the  larger  school  can  and  should  do  a  better 
job,  and  more  economically,  than  the  smaller  one. 

In  the  near  future  the  citizens  of  Harwich  will  be  called 
upon  to  vote  for  or  against  forming  a  regional  school  district 
with  Chatham.  I  sincerely  believe  that  this  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant  decision  in  regard  to  schools  in  the  history  of  the 
Community.  I  sincerely  feel  that  if  this  project  is  defeated 
it  will  be  a  great  tragedy  to  the  children  of  this  town  and 
succeeding  generations. 


JESSE  J.  MORGAN 
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Report  of  the 

Principal  of  the  High  School 


Since  the  size  of  our  eighth  grade  is  constantly  increas¬ 
ing  from  year  to  year,  we  believe  that  the  time  has  come  to 
separate  this  group  into  three  homogeneous  sections. 

There  are  sixty-two  students  enrolled  in  the  eighth  grade. 
Of  these,  twenty-nine  are  taking  non-college  preparatory 
subjects,  and  thirty-three  are  taking  college  preparatory 
subjects. 

We  believe  that  this  present  eighth  grade  should  be 
divided  into  three  sections  so  that  those  having  difficulty  may 
be  assigned  to  a  class  in  which  they  may  receive  extra  help. 
They  can  not  obtain  this  at  the  present  time.  This  means 
that  another  teacher  would  be  required,  one  particularly 
adapted  to  this  type  of  remedial  work.  Only  in  this  way  may 
these  students  receive  the  encouragement  of  accomplishment 
which  is  so  necessary  to  some  success. 

Reluctantly,  but  because  we  believe  it  is  an  even  more 
important  use  of  the  room,  we  are  ready  to  surrender  the 
room  now  occupied  by  the  library  for  this  class.  The  book¬ 
cases  may  be  placed  in  the  study  hall  and  the  books  used 
from  there.  The  library  is  the  only  room  left  which  may  be 
utilized  for  another  class. 

From  the  provisions  of  the  National  Defense  Act  of  1958 
which  provides  for  financial  aid  in  acquiring  teaching  aids  in 
mathematics,  science,  foreign  languages  and  guidance,  we 
have  ordered  and  received  a  large  amount  of  equipment  for 
physics,  chemistry,  biology  and  mathematics.  For  French  we 
have  planned  and  expect  to  put  into  operation  very  soon  a 
laboratory  in  which  students  may  individually  listen  to  French 
records  as  well  as  record  their  own  speech  in  the  French  lan¬ 
guage. 

Although  we  have  been  planning  for  a  Science  Night  for 
a  long  time,  the  additional  equipment  which  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  through  the  National  Defense  Act  will  permit  us  to 
provide  a  much  more  extensive  exhibition  in  science  at  a 
Parent-Teacher  Association  meeting  in  April.  Mr.  Harold 
Drew  and  Mrs.  May  Cooper  are  expecting  to  have  thirty  or 
more  students  demonstrate  apparatus  as  well  as  exhibit 
some  of  their  individual  projects  at  this  time.  Because  of 
lack  of  equipment,  we  have  not  felt,  in  the  past,  that  we  could 
meet  the  standards  of  a  high  school  science  fair. 
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Since  Dr.  Conant’s  report  on  his  evaluation  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  high  school,  we  have  been  comparing  his  recommenda¬ 
tions  with  what  we  are  offering.  We  have,  we  believe,  been 
able  to  effectively  organize  our  science,  foreign  language  and 
mathematics  departments  to  more  nearly  comply  with  Dr. 
Conant’s  recommendations.  We  are  now  engaged  in  study¬ 
ing  our  work  in  English  in  order  to  evaluate  our  offerings  in 
this  department. 

I  am  particularly  concerned  about  two  problems.  One 
is  a  problem  which  is  becoming  increasingly  greater  each  year 
and  which  up  to  now  has  been  of  no  great  concern  in  the 
high  school.  That  is  the  problem  of  adequate  room.  The 
other  is  one  which  has  been  with  us  for  a  long  time  but  which 
is  becoming  increasingly  less  severe.  It  is  the  problem  of 
school  attendance. 

We  must  do  something  soon  about  providing  more  room 
for  the  high  school.  Incoming  classes  are  becoming  larger 
each  year  while  the  graduating  classes  are  relatively  small. 

In  regard  to  school  attendance,  I  should  be  concerned 
about  that  as  long  as  there  was  even  one  student  who  should 
be  in  school  but  who  was  absent.  Considering  the  time  and 
money  spent  on  education  and  the  importance  education  is 
becoming  to  our  national  existence,  education  is  without 
doubt  one  of  the  most  important  endeavors  our  young  people 
can  undertake.  Attendance,  except  in  unavoidable  emergency 
should  be  the  rule. 

I  do  not  want  to  close  this  report  without  mention  of  the 
excellent  faculty  with  whom  I  have  been  working  in  the  high 
school.  Without  exception,  each  is  experienced,  capable  and 
cooperative.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Each  year  there  appears  to  be  a  certain  amount  of  routine 
in  all  of  the  town  reports — items,  which,  though  of  consider¬ 
able  importance,  appear  each  year.  These,  of  course,  are 
worthy  of  mention,  even  if  only  in  a  brief  manner.  Con¬ 
tinuing  in  effect  at  the  school  are  the  presentation  of  several 
major  assembly  programs  each  year,  the  work  of  the  school 
safety  patrol,  the  school  savings  program,  the  fine  work  of 
the  school  nurse  and  doctors,  the  custodians,  the  school  bus 
drivers,  the  presentation  of  the  second  annual  book  fair,  the 
library  classes  for  the  sixth  grade  conducted  by  Mrs.  Virginia 
Doane  at  the  Brooks  Library,  the  Audubon  Nature  Study 
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classes,  the  Cape  Cod  Junior  Museum  Exhibits,  the  profes¬ 
sionally  presented  classical  music  concerts,  field  trips  to  see 
how  some  of  the  community  agencies  work,  as  well  as  the 
continuing  effort  of  the  teachers  to  improve  their  teaching 
and  the  academic  standing  of  their  pupils. 

In  May  the  first  in  a  series  of  annual  Science  Fairs  was 
presented.  From  an  educational  viewpoint  the  fair  was  a 
great  success.  The  greatest  value  of  a  science  fair  is  gained 
by  the  student  who  enters  an  exhibit.  During  the  course  of 
his  exhibit  preparation  and  exhibition,  he  has  excellent  edu¬ 
cational  experiences  that  are  of  lasting  importance:  he  learns 
how  to  solve  problems;  he  does  primary  research;  he  acquires 
appreciation  for  and  understanding  of  science  and  its  ap¬ 
plications;  he  becomes  acquainted  with  and  utilizes  human 
and  material  resources  and  environment;  he  develops  con¬ 
fidence  in  himself;  he  shares  his  knowledge  and  experiences 
with  others.  Every  student  can  have  a  part  in  the  science 
fair. 


We  feel  sure  that  each  succeeding  fair  will  be  better  than 
the  last.  A  large  number  of  the  teachers  are,  at  this  writing, 
taking  a  course  in  “Improving  the  Instruction  of  Science” 
presented  by  Boston  University.  This  study  has  made  us 
all  more  science  conscious. 


It  was  heartening  to  see  such  a  large  number  of  parents 
attending  the  annual  open  house  program  during  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Education  week.  It  may  be  interesting  to  note  the  per¬ 
centages  of  parents  from  each  grade  who  attended.

In  1959  sixty-one  pupils  entered  the  eighth  grade.  The 
majority  of  this  group  will  become  the  graduating  class  of 
1964.  Some  indication  of  the  problems  that  lie  ahead  for 
many  of  this  group  and  their  teachers  can  be  gained  from  a 
review  of  educational  progress  measurements  made  near  the 
end  of  the  seventh  grade.  This  picture  is  valid  and  typical 
of  classes  today. 

The  Stanford  Achievement  Test  Partial  Battery  was 
administered  to  the  above  grade  in  May  of  1959.  The  tests 
measure  educational  achievement  in  terms  of  grade  levels 
or  grade  equivalent  scores.  This  battery  places  no  emphasis 
on  speed  and  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  most  reliable 
“power”  achievement  tests  in  use  today.  The  lowest  and 
highest  grade  equivalent  scores  are  presented  here  along 
with  total  class  median  scores  in  the  three  major  subject 
areas.  Scores  between  the  lower  and  upper  limits  were  dis¬ 
tributed  evenly  in  each  area.

These  extremes  in  grade  level  accomplishment  represent 
true  and  serious  educational  problems  within  any  classroom. 
The  establishment  of  the  special  class  is  an  important  step

towards  the  solution  of  some  problems.  However,  additional 
steps  are  necessary,  and  the  following  recommendations  are 
respectfully  submitted: 

1.  Establishment  of  a  remedial  reading  program  with  a 
full-time  teacher  to  include  the  elementary  grades  through 
high  school. 

2.  Reconsideration  of  firmer  promotion  standards  at  all 
grade  levels. 

3.  Incorporation  of  a  morning  session  summer  program 
for  pupils  who  need  additional  time  in  order  to  meet  pro¬ 
motion  requirements. 

4.  Establishment  of  the  most  comprehensive  junior  and 
senior  high  school  programs  possible  in  order  to  develop  both 
the  academic  and  vocational  talents  of  all  our  children. 

It  is  recognized  that  the  first  three  of  the  above  recom¬ 
mendations  may  be  considered  for  incorporation  into  our 
school  system  now  or  later.  However,  at  the  present  time, 
the  last  consideration  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  When 
the  voters  of  Harwich  decide  how  our  pupil  space  needs  are 
to  be  met,  that  decision  will,  in  reality,  determine  the  cur¬ 
riculum  that  may  be  offered.  Because  of  practical  limita¬ 
tions  a  small  school  cannot  offer  a  curriculum  comprehensive 
enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  pupils.  Parents  are  urged 
to  study  the  curricular  considerations  in  the  report  of  the 
Regional  Study  Committee.  It  cannot  be  over-emphasized 
that  the  wide  range  of  talent  of  our  pupils  and  the  diversity 
of  pupil  placement  demand  the  curricular  opportunities  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  larger,  comprehensive  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR 

There  has  been  consistent  and  steady  progress  in  acad¬ 
emic  standing  of  elementary  pupils  in  the  town.  By  super¬ 
vising  classes  and  compiling  and  evaluating  test  records,  I 
have  evidence  of  a  remarkable  decrease  in  reading  disabilities 
and  in  the  range  of  accomplishment  within  a  grade. 

Part  of  this  is  due  to  the  placing  of  those  slow  learners 
who  are  not  profiting  from  regular  classroom  work  into  special 
rooms  where  small  groups  of  students  can  be  handled  in¬ 
dividually.  Exceptional  work  is  being  done  with  both  the 
educable  and  trainable  child.  Harwich  has  the  distinction 
of  being  the  only  town  on  the  Cape  which  has  set  up  a  train- 
able  class  and  in  this  class  are  children  whose  parents  bring 
them  from  as  far  as  Sandwich  and  Eastham  to  take  ad- 
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vantage  of  this  opportunity.  Harwich  may  also  be  proud 
of  being  the  first  town  on  the  Cape  to  set  up  classes  for  re¬ 
tarded  children  in  compliance  with  state  law. 

A  constant  individualized  testing  program  watches  the 
progress  of  these  children  in  our  two  educable  classes  and  we 
find  that  this  progress,  in  contrast  to  that  they  made  in 
regular  classes,  is  often  astounding.  Several  have  returned  to 
regular  classes.  Others  take  classes  with  regular  groups,  and, 
especially  at  the  intermediate  level,  the  program  is  varied 
so  that  they  may  follow  special  interests  and  abilities.  To 
perfect  our  program  a  third  class  is  desirable  at  junior  high 
level.  Due  to  space  problems  this  will  likely  have  to  be  left 
until  the  regional  high  school  comes  into  being,  but  I  should 
like  to  recommend  it  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Although  the  relatively  small  classes  at  all  except  the 
sixth  and  seventh  grade  levels  give  classroom  teachers  op¬ 
portunities  to  work  both  with  remedial  programs  and  hori¬ 
zontally  enriched  programs  for  gifted  students,  there  is  more 
that  could  be  done  in  both  of  these  fields.  A  remedial  teacher 
who  worked  with  individuals  or  small  groups  with  specific 
academic  problems,  the  part  time  help  of  a  speech  therapist, 
and  someone  to  help  with  special  interests  among  the  gifted 
would  advance  our  children.  It  is  possible  that  our  newly 
launched  program  of  visits  of  members  of  the  Future  Teachers 
of  America  could  be  of  some  help  here.  A  third  sixth  and 
seventh  grade  seem  advisable  to  me. 

Another  plan  for  stepping  up  academic  progress  would  be 
the  extension  of  the  kindergarten  program  into  the  reading 
readiness  field.  This  has  been  difficult  because  of  large 
classes,  short  attention  spans  at  this  level,  and  a  very  wide 
range  of  abilities  and  backgrounds.  Part  time  use  of  a 
remedial  or  other  roaming  teacher  might  help  toward  in¬ 
stigating  this  plan. 

There  has  been  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  last  year 
of  very  satisfactory  school  and  parent  conferences.  I  think 
this  is  a  fine  trend  and  that  it  is  doing  much  toward  fostering 
healthy  relations  between  school  and  home.  I  should  like 
to  invite  all  parents  to  start  or  continue  making  appointments 
to  discuss  mutual  problems  with  us  periodically.  The  edu¬ 
cators  in  this  town  will  always  find  time  to  give  this  their 
utmost  attention  and  interest.  More  parents  have  been 
using  the  services  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  which  comes 
to  Hyannis  twice  a  week.  They  have  had  help  with  expert 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  children’s  emotional  problems. 
With  its  present  staff,  I  feel  that  I  can  recommend  its  serv¬ 
ices  highly  and  hope  it  may  increase  in  scope.  I  am  happy 
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to  be  serving  as  a  director  of  the  Cape  Cod  Mental  Health  As¬ 
sociation  which  sponsors  this  clinic. 

I  was  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Dr.  Pearl  Nelson  of 
Boston  University  to  give  a  workshop  type  of  course  in  ele¬ 
mentary  science  at  the  Harwich  Elementary  School  for  our 
in-service  training.  This  work  should  help  participating 
teachers  to  gain  interest  and  ability  in  the  science  field  and 
to  help  us  develop  a  more  comprehensive  science  program. 

Outside  of  school  hours  I  have  been  working  with  Cape¬ 
wide  and  larger  groups  in  an  effort  to  keep  our  schools  in 
the  forefront  of  education.  I  have  been  active  in  the  Cape 
Cod  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Retarded  Children, 
the  Cape  Cod  Association  for  Mental  Health,  the  General  Sup¬ 
ervisors  of  Public  Education  in  Massachusetts,  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  School  Psychologists  Association,  and  the  Barnstable 
County  Education  Association.  I  have  served  as  vice-presi¬ 
dent  of  this  latter  group  and  as  chairman  of  its  professional 
standards  committee.  I  was  fortunate  to  be  chosen  as  speaker 
for  the  National  Council  of  Geographic  Education  at  their 
annual  meeting  in  Detroit  during  the  Thanksgiving  holidays. 
Slides  of  geographical  interest  on  the  Cape  as  well  as  those 
showing  map  work  in  our  schools  helped  put  our  school  union 
into  the  national  picture  educationally. 

It  is  a  pleasure  and  privilege  to  work  for  a  broad-minded 
and  progressive  school  system.  I  should  like  to  express  ap¬ 
preciation  for  continued  cooperation,  courtesy,  and  interest 
of  school  committee,  superintendent,  principals,  and  teachers 
in  Harwich.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

The  purpose  of  an  intergrated  art  program  that  covers 
such  a  diversity  of  grades  from  kindergarten  through  twelfth 
must,  of  necessity,  be  extremely  general  in  scope.  This  pur¬ 
pose  might  be  stated  briefly  as  enlarging  the  child’s  aesthetic 
and  creative  development  and  enriching  his  personality  so 
that  he  can  achieve  a  meaningful  experience  by  interpreting 
both  his  thoughts  and  his  world.  This  purpose  necessitates 
a  well-balanced  approach;  i.e.  the  presentation  to  each  child 
of  a  problem  involving  the  visual  interpretation  of  a  subject 
and  an  imaginative  response  to  an  idea  or  an  emotion. 

The  greatest  obstacle  to  the  realization  of  this  purpose  is 
lack  of  adequate  time.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  high 
school  where  five  small  classes  meet  for  only  one  session  per 
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week  when  they  should  be  having  two  sessions  each  week 
in  the  eighth  grade  and  four  sessions  each  week  at  the  ninth 
through  twelfth  grade  levels.  At  the  elementary  level  forty 
minutes  is  barely  adequate  for  allowing  time  to  evaluate  the 
art  lesson  with  the  children. 

We  have  an  elementary  art  room  which  is  adequate  to 
our  needs,  but  because  we  have  no  furniture  we  cannot  utilize 
it  fully.  As  soon  as  our  new  kiln  arrives  we  shall  expand 
our  craft  program  at  all  levels.  In  the  high  school  a  very 
small  room  without  a  sink  has  hampered  our  work  and  we 
have  had  to  use  the  library  after  school  to  complete  our  large 
projects.  In  the  high  school  there  is  no  room  for  either 
storage  of  bulky  supplies  or  display  of  student  work. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  interest  shown  in  the  children’s 
art  work  by  the  elementary  teachers.  We  have  attempted  to 
display  this  work  in  hails,  home  rooms,  and  the  lobby  display 
case.  Holiday  seasons  provide  the  children  with  unique  op¬ 
portunities  to  work  together  on  large  scale  projects  such  as 
window  painting,  murals,  and  outdoor  displays. 

Beginning  in  January,  the  Harwich  elementary  chil¬ 
dren  will  take  part  in  a  Cape-wide  art  round  robin  which 
will  enable  children  of  all  schools  to  see  a  sampling  of  each 
other’s  work.  Our  annual  exhibition  encompassing  the  year’s 
work  will  be  held  in  May.  I  hope  next  year  to  institute  an 
art  library  of  visual  aids  (film  strips,  slides,  colored  plates, 
etc.)  to  be  used  by  all  grades.  This  will  supplement  some 
of  the  fine  art  books  obtained  this  year. 

I  appreciate  the  sincere  interest  and  cooperation  which 
the  school  committee,  the  superintendent,  the  principals,  and 
my  colleagues  have  extended  toward  the  art  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

HARWICH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

One  major  difference  in  our  music  program  this  year  is 
that  we  have  enlarged  to  a  considerable  degree.  The  orch¬ 
estra  we  heard  at  Graduation  last  June  was  the  largest  and 
finest  since  my  tenure  in  Harwich.  This  year’s  orchestra 
promises  to  be  even  better.  We  are  at  present  rehearsing 
one  period  per  week  with  this  group  and  the  students  de¬ 
serve  more  time.  However,  with  our  present  schedule  and 
facilities  this  seems  quite  impossible.  The  orchestra  has  al¬ 
ready  appeared  in  public  this  year  at  the  Senior  Play  and 
will  also  be  in  our  Pops  Concert  again  this  spring.  The  group 
will  play  for  other  functions  as  opportunities  arise. 
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This  year  we  have  added  a  new  group  to  our  program. 
We  now  have  a  Harwich  High  School  Band.  We  number  21 
players  at  the  present  time  and  will  undoubtedly  be  larger 
by  spring.  We  also  rehearse  one  period  per  week.  We  have 
a  problem  of  space  for  band  rehearsals;  we  must  use  the  cafe¬ 
teria.  Not  only  does  this  mean  much  furniture  moving 
for  the  students  but  the  accoustics  in  the  cafeteria  are 
unbearable.  Our  first  band  appearance  was  with  the  Chat¬ 
ham  School  Band  on  December  7th.  At  this  time  we  gave  a 
concert  with  the  elementary  school  bands  and  the  Chatham 
Town  Band.  We  shall  see  more  of  our  High  School  Band  as 
the  year  wears  on.  Perhaps  we  will  be  in  uniform  before  the 
school  year  is  over. 

At  Brooks  Academy  all  seventh  graders  receive  a  course 
in  music  appreciation.  This  is  the  same  course  as  has  been 
given  in  preceeding  years.  Instrumentalists  here  receive  in¬ 
struction  in  groups  or  alone  as  circumstances  permit.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  school  program,  students  at  Brooks  are  allowed 
to  play  in  only  one  organization  (band  or  orchestra).  I  am 
indebted  to  the  parents  of  these  pupils  for  their  transport¬ 
ation  between  the  two  schools  for  rehearsals  each  week. 

Our  festival  activities  this  year  remain  quite  the  same  as 
in  past  years.  One  change  will  be  the  use  of  auditions  for 
instrumentalists  (except  string  players)  to  determine  who 
will  be  able  to  attend.  This  will  serve  to  raise  the  quality  of 
these  groups.  At  last  year’s  festival  over  half  the  string 
players,  in  the  Cape  Cod  Orchestra,  came  from  the  towns  of 
Harwich  and  Chatham.  This  year  will  undoubtedly  be  the 
same. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those  whose 
help  and  cooperation  contributed  to  the  success  of  our  pro¬ 
gram  this  past  year.

ELEMENTARY  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

During  the  past  year  nearly  200  students  have  taken 
part  in  our  various  classes.  As  new  pupils  have  entered,  ex¬ 
perienced  players  have  gone  on  into  Junior  High  School  to 
add  their  skills  to  the  Orchestra  and  Bands. 

Several  concerts  and  demonstrations  have  been  made 
public,  including  a  very  important  one  last  July,  given  before 
a  group  of  educators,  and  the  immediate  product  of  our  very 
popular  summer  classes.  Our  frequent  participation  in  school 
assembly  programs  is  routine. 
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In  addition,  as  much  as  possible  is  being  done  in  gen¬ 
eral  music  education  and  appreciation. 

Our  continued  success  is  entirely  due  to  the  complete 
cooperation  extended  by  our  Administration,  teachers,  and 
parents  As  a  result,  Union  #16  now  has  the  only  properly 
balanced  school  music  program  in  this  area.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 

In  Brooks  Academy,  where  the  seventh  grade  and  special 
class  are  located,  careful  attention  has  been  given  to  the  ar¬ 
rangement  of  voice  parts  for  three-part  reading  of  songs. 
In  many  cases,  particularly  among  the  boys,  voices  have 
been  tested  to  judge  the  range  of  the  changing  boy  voice. 

Emphasis  has  been  and  is  being  put  on  part  singing,  and 
the  new  books  procured  last  year  have  proved  excellent.  The 
songs  embodied  in  the  “Junior  Music”  (7th  grade  book)  use 
Treble  Clef  for  a  certain  amount  and  progresses  to  the  in¬ 
troduction  and  use  of  the  Bass  Clef  for  the  changing  boy 
voice.  Progress  throughout  has  been  fine. 

For  variation,  a  short  period  of  popular  music  has  been 
inserted  occasionally  through  the  medium  of  records. 

In  the  eighth  grade,  part  singing  is  being  stressed — the 
boy  voice  has  been  even  more  carefully  checked  and  in  some 
cases  four-part  music  has  been  possible.  This  has  awakened 
interest  to  the  point  of  having  several  eighth  grade  boys 
ask  permission  to  join  the  High  School  Chorus. 

The  new  book  for  this  eighth  grade  is  “Singing  Juniors” 
and  embodies  a  fine  choice  of  unison — two-  and  three-part 
songs. 

A  boys’  Glee  Club  is  in  operation  and  consists  this  year 
of  eighth  grade  boys  mainly — so  while  their  voices  are  settl¬ 
ing  and  maturing,  a  great  portion  of  the  period  allotted  is 
given  over  to  Music  Appreciation  and  Theory. 

The  Harwich  High  School  Chorus  has  progressed  tre¬ 
mendously  in  musical  achievement.  The  Graduation  Chorus 
last  June  was  considered  outstanding,  the  best  in  many  years. 

As  before,  there  was  participation  in  the  Union  Festival, 
The  Cape  Cod  Massed  Music  Festival,  and  the  all  New  Eng¬ 
land  Music  Festival.  Incidentally,  due  to  the  more  inten¬ 
sive  work  of  the  Chorus  this  year,  a  better  attitude  and  im¬ 
proved  achievement  (probably  due  again  to  new  books — we 
have  “Youth  Sings,”  a  collection  published  and  arranged  by 
Fred  Waring),  a  larger  group  of  students’  names  has  been 
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submitted  to  the  New  England  Festival  Association  for 
Choral  Work  at  the  Festival  to  be  held  again  in  Plainville, 
Connecticut.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ELEMENTARY 

VOCAL  MUSIC 

It  was  interesting  and  gratifying  to  note  the  progress  of 
the  Kindergarten.  Only  several  children  were  able  to  sing 
well  at  the  beginning  but  gradually  a  few  more  joined  their 
ranks.  Many  of  the  songs  learned  in  this  grade  were  re¬ 
membered  and  requested  in  the  first  grade.  Even  the  chil¬ 
dren  were  pleased  with  their  progress.  A  “talking  knowl¬ 
edge”  of  staff,  notes,  sharps,  flats  was  presented  in  the  first 
grade  in  order  to  prepare  for  note  reading  from  the  books 
in  the  second  grade.  This  was  continued  and  developed  in 
the  third  and  fourth  grades. 

Part  singing,  always  enthusiastically  received  by  the 
children,  began  in  the  fifth  grade,  and  three  parts  were 
readily  managed  in  the  sixth  grade. 

Rote  songs,  for  pleasure  only,  were  sung  in  every  grade. 

Last  April  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  participated 
in  a  Spring  Festival,  singing  before  the  P.  T.  A. 

Also,  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  each  learned  one 
part  of  the  three-part  song  separately.  It  was  then  a  thril¬ 
ling  moment  when  all  these  grades  gathered  in  the  foyer  and 
put  together  their  “sandwich  song.” 

At  present  we  are  engaged  in  preparing  joyous  Christ¬ 
mas  music,  and  look  forward  to  another  happy  year  of 
singing.

Several  eye  defects  and 
hernias  were  detected.  One  case  of  active  hyperthyroidism 
was  diagnosed  and  is  being  successfully  treated  by  the  family 
physician. 

As  a  group  these  students  present  a  healthy  appearance 
and  a  good  social  adjustment.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Another  step  in  the  Health  Program  of  the  school  chil¬ 
dren  is  the  Polio  “shots”  given  at  different  times. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
County  Health  Department  many  bottles  of  vaccine  have  been 
purchased  and  a  large  percentage  of  the  children  have  been 
immunized  against  this  dreadful  disease  and  later  there  will 
be  4th  “shots”  It  has  been  strongly  urged  that  parents  of 
young  children  take  the  “shots”  too  as  a  preventive  measure. 

Frequent  reference  has  been  made  of  the  Dental  Pro¬ 
gram.  It  bears  repeating  as  teeth  are  still  the  outstanding  de¬ 
fect  in  the  physical  examination.  The  Dental  Clinic  is  held 
one  day  a  week  and  a  great  deal  is  accomplished  but  there 
is  much  more  to  be  done.  Dr.  Malcolm  Dana  of  Cambridge 
is  the  School  Dentist  and  has  been  with  us  seven  years  and 
is  a  friend  of  the  children. 

Last  year,  the  school  nurse  established  a  Milk  Fund  known 
as  the  Harwich  School  Nurse’s  Milk  Fund,  and  the  Dennis 
Rotary,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Woman’s  and  Junior  Woman’s 
Clubs  have  generously  contributed  toward  the  fund. 

It  is  for  the  serving  of  mid-morning  milk  for  those  who 
do  not  have  it  in  their  lunch  boxes. 
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Free  lunches  and  cod  liver  oil  is  still  provided  by  the  Har¬ 
wich  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  and  all  other  phases  of  the 
School  Health  Program  are  carried  out  as  usual.
